Visit  to  Works 

On  October  17  members  and  friends  of  the  West

Maxey  (vice-president).  Mr.  Nelson  (works  director), 
in  his  reply,  regretted  the  absence  of  Mr.  Hanbury 
and  of  Mr.  Gamble — both  away  on  business — and 
referred  to  the  very  amicable  relations  that  had  always 
existed  between  the  firm  and  its  customers. 

Inquests 

At  a  recent  inquest  held  on  the  body  of  Annie  God- 
dard,  West  Gorton,  Manchester,  who  died  in  a  local, 
infirmary,  it  was  stated,  that  she  had  taken  200  aspirin 
tablets.  A  verdict  cf  "  Suicide  during  temporary: 
insanity  "  was  recorded. 

A  verdict  of  "  Death  from  misadventure  "  was  re-: 
turned  at  an  inquest  held,  on  October  24,  on  the  body 
of  Ivy  A.  Mowforth,  Snainton.  It  was  stated  that  the: 
deceased  mistook  some  arsenic  in  a  tin  for  sulphur,  and 
took  it  mixed  with  treacle.  Apparentl3r  the  arsenic  had 
been  kept  in  a  tin  in  the  household  cupboard,  and  the 
girl's  employer  stated  that  he  obtained  it  from  a  sheep 
dipper  for  the  purpose  of  poisoning  a  dog.  The  coroner 
condemned  the  habit  of  keeping  poison  in  a  cupboard 
where  domestic  goods  were  stored. 

At  an  inquiry  at  Wolverhampton,  on  October  21,  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Cyril  R.  J.  B.  Palk,  warehouse- 
man, who  drank  belladonna  liniment  while  a  patient  at 
the  Royal  Hospital,  and  died  subsequently,  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  that  the  poison  was  self-administered 
while  the  man  was  of  unsound  mind-  It  was  stated  in 
evidence  that  Palk  got  out  of  bed  and  found  the  bottle. 
The  coroner  described  it  as  a  very  unfortunate  case. 
No  doubt  the  man  was  neurasthenic,  but  he  (the 
coroner)  hoped  that  all  poisonous  things  in  a  public 
institution  like  that  would  be  locked  up  in  future  to 
prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  a  tragedy. 
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In  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court,  London,  on 
October  27,  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  Albert 
Curd,  an  agricultural  labourer  employed  by  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  at  Dartford.  Dr.  S.  Shone,  house 
physician  at  Guy's  Hospital,  stated  that  having  regard 
to  the  man's  employment  it  was  thought  that  he  might 
have  come  in  contact  with  weed-killer  or  some  other 
arsenical  substance.  Sir  Bernard  Spilsbury,  who  made 
a  post-mortem  examination,  said  the  cause  of  death  was 
syncope  from  fatty  disease  of  the  heart  muscle,  conse- 
quent upon  cancer  of  the  stomach.  There  was  no  sign 
of  poisoning.  The  deputy  coroner  recorded  a  verdict  of 
"  Death  from  natural  causes." 

Liverpool 

Mr.  C.  Wherly,  chemist  and  druggist,  Wallasey,  has 
returned  from  a  holiday  in  Switzerland  and  Italy. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Liverpool  on  October  20,  Mr. 
L.  Moreton  Parry  in  the  chair,  to  discuss  the  possibility 
of  forming  a  local  branch  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Phar- 
macists. Mr.  R.  H.  Henriksen  (local  secretary)  gave  a 
brief  outline  of  the  objects  of  the  Guild,  and  said  that 
local  membership  had  now  increased  sufficiently  to  make 
the  formation  of  a  branch  practicable.  Some  discussion 
followed,  and  Mr.  Alec  Rae  proposed  that  a  local  branch 
be  formed.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  M.  Clarke,  sup- 
ported by  Miss  Bentley,  and  carried  unanimously.  The 
following  temporary  officers  were  elected: — Chairvian, 
Mr.  Alec  Rae;  Secretary  and  Treasurer.

Poison-licence  application.  —  Mr.  J.  Kisby,  Sheen 
Road,  Richmond-on-Thames,  has  applied  to  the  Town 
Council  for  a  licence  to  sell  agricultural  and  horticul- 
tural poisons. 

Closing  order.: — The  Home  Secretary  has  confirmed 
an  order  for  chemists  at  Rugby  to  close  at  7.30  p.m. 
on  ordinary  days,  8  p.m.  on  Fridays  and  Satur- 
days, and  I  p.m.  on  one  day  in  the  week. 

Fire. — A  fire  broke  out  on  October  24  at  the  rear 
of  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  Squire,  druggists'  sundries- 
man.  Queen  Street,  Oxford.  "The  building  involved  was 
used  as  a  storage  for  oils  and  was  severely  damaged. 
An  adjoining  store  containing  turpentine  was  saved. 

Proposed  limitation  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs  manu- 
facture.— A  preliminary  conference  was  opened  in 
London  on  October  27  by  the  Foreign  Secretary  (Mr. 
Arthur  Henderson)  in  connection  with  the  meeting 
which  is  to  be  held  next  year  to  devise,  if  possible,  a 
plan  for  limiting  the  quantity  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs 
manufactured  throughout  the  world. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. — At  Ealing  Police  Court, 
on  October  29,  Dr.  Alfred  H.  Bell  was  fined  £50,  with 
/3  3s.  costs,  for  failing  to  enter  in  a  register  particu- 
lars of  purchases  of  cocaine  hydrochloride.  It  was 
stated  that  Dr.  Bell  had  handed  a  chemist  two  pre- 
scriptions, in  respect  of  panel  patients,  and  was  per- 
.tonali/  supplied  with  cocaine  hydrochloride.  Neither 
of  the  patients  had  received  medicine  containing  the 
drug  from  him.  His  explanation  was  that  he  gave 
up  dispensing  in  1914  and  thought  it  was  not  necessary 
to  keep  a  register.  Two  further  summonses  for  being 
in  unlawful  possession  were  dismissed. 

Discussion  on  midday  closing. — The  closing  of 
shop's  for  an  Koiir  in  the  middle  of  the  day  was  dis- 
cussed by  the  members  of  the  Leicester  Chamber  of 
Trade  on  October  23.  One  of  the  members  stated  that 
if  he  could  close  his  establishment  from  midday  till 
one  o'clock  he  would  save  about  ;^5oo  a  year.  The 
discussion  revealed  considerable  opposition;  and  in  the 
case  of  the  chemists  it  was  made  clear  that  to  close 
altogether  for  an  hour  in  the  middle  of  the  day  would 
prove  inconvenient  for  many  people  who  could  do  their 
shopping  only  at  that  time.  As  a  result  of  the  opposi- 
tion no  recommendation  was  made. 

In  the  courts. — At  Lichfield  Police  Court,  on 
October  22,  the  Walsall  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  were 
summoned  for  having  sold  cream  of  tartar  adulterated 
with  II  per  cent,  of  maize  starch  and  30  per  cent,  of 
acid  phosphate  of  sodium.  On  behalf  of  the  Society 
it  was  explained  that  a  cream  of  tartar  substitute  and 
cream  of  tartar  had  been  inadvertently  mixed.  A  fine 
of  £5  was  imposed. — At  Church,  on  October  23,  Harrv 
Chippendale  (18)  and  Alexander  Cleary  (17)  were  bound 
over  for  stealing  Kodak  films  from  an  automatic 
machine  outside  the  shop  of  Mr.  W-.  C.  Hothersall, 
chemist  and  druggist.  Union  Road,  Oswaldtwistle. — At 
Sudbury  Police  Court,  recently,  an  errand-boy,  aged 
fourteen,  was  bound  over  on  a  charge  of  stealing  from 
his  employer,  Mr.  R.  W.  Wardman,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist. Market  Place,  goods  to  the  value  of  £2  6s.  iid., 
and  the  sum  of  £1  4s.

Irish  News 

National  Health  Insurance 

In  the  Northern  Ireland  Parliament,  on  October  23, 
Mr.  Beattie  asked  the  Minister  of  Labour  whether  he 
could  state  if  it  was  a  fact  that  when  a  prescription 
was  given  to  a  panel  patient  by  a  doctor  a  chemist  had 
a  right  to  refuse  to  include  in  the  prescription  one  of 
the  prescribed  ingredients  owing  to  cost,  and  thereby 
deprive  the  patient  of  the  best  treatment.  The  Minister 
of  Labour  said  the  answer  was  in  the  negative.  Mr. 
Beattie  said  already  some  chemists  had  refused  on  the 
ground  that  the  Ministry  of  Labour  would  not  pay  the 
surplus  required.  The  Minister  said  he  was  not  aware 
that  that  statement  was  correct.  If  the  hon.  member 
supplied  him  with  the  name  of  the  chemists  concerned, 
he  would  have  careful  inquiries  made  into  the  matter. 

Complaints  against  chemists  in  connection  with 
National  Health  Insurance  have  drawn  a  spirited  reply 
from  Mr.  J.  C.  Culbert,  chairman  of  the  Central  Phar- 
maceutical Committee.  Mr.  Culbert  said  that  in  the 
Northern  Irish  scheme  they  had  striven  to  combine  the 
best  points  of  the  English  and  Scottish  schemes,  and  to 
profit  by  the  experience  of  these  in  the  interests  of  the 
insured  first,  and  that  had  been  the  care  of  the  Ministry 
all  the  time.  Things  were  running  fairly  smoothly;  of 
course,  with  both  chemists  and  doctors  new  to  the  busi- 
ness, difficulties  were  bound  to  arise  here  and  there — for 
instance,  food  products  were  outside  the  contract,  and  it 
was  sometimes  hard  to  say  whether  a  preparation  was 
a  food  or  a  drug.  The  only  real  trouble  came  from 
patients  who  wanted  to  act  as  medical  men  and  treat 
themselves  with  some  favourite  nostrum  at  the  expense 
of  the  N.H.I.  The  quality  of  medical  supplies  must  be 
of  the  highest.

compared  with  ;^233,38i  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1929. 

At  Ballymoney  Sessions,  recently,  Mr.  Sanmel 
Morrison,  Ph.C,  Upper  Main  Street,  Bushmills,  was 
summoned  for  having  sold  methylated  spirits  to  Nancy 
McKay  without  a  label  bearing  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller,  The  woman  was  sunimoned  for  using  the 
spirits  for  the  purpose  of  drinking.  Mr.  Morrison  said 
that  McKay  came  to  him  for  methylated  spirits  for  "  a 
rub."  He  made  up  the  order  himself,  putting  it  into 
a  lo-oz.  medicine  bottle  with  a  label  similar  to  the 
one  produced,  and  put  i  oz.  of  vinegar  into  it.  The 
chairman  said  the  police  were  justified  in  taking  pro- 
ceedings. At  the  same  time  the  evidence  of  the  defen- 
dant was  very  straightforward.  He  had  entered  up  the 
whole  transaction  in  the  book,  and  consequently  they 
would  give  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  dismiss  the 
case.  The  case  against  the  woman  was  dismissed  with 
a  warning. 


Scottish  News 

Proprietary  Medicine  Commission  Suggested 

The  inaugural  lecture  in  the  chair  of  materia  medica, 
Aberdeen  University,  recently  given  by  Professor  David 
Campbell,  suggested  a  Commission  to  examine  patent 
medicines.  Professor  Campbell  observed  that,  if  they 
examined  a  trade  price  list  such  as  that  issued  by 
D.  Gordon,  who  "  had  an  apothecarie  and  chymicall 
shop  within  Mr.  Robert  Farquhar's  high  lodging  in  New 
Aberdene  in  1625,"  they  would  find  a  remarkable  re- 
semblance to  similar  price  lists  at  the  present  time. 
Professor  Campbell  said  the  discovery  of  the  therapeutic 
possibility  of  synthetic  chemicals,  patented  and,  there- 
fore, proprietary,  and  the  development  of  other  products 
of  the  laboratory,  vaccines,  serums,  endocrines  and 
vitamins,  combined  with  the  natural  eagerness  of  the 
physician  to  help  his  patient,  had  led  in  recent  years 
to  a  great  deal  of  empirical  treatment  with  these  agents. 
Their  origin  in  the  scientific  laboratory  had  been  used 
to  give  a  pretence  of  respectability  to  all  kinds  of  mis- 
leading and  uncritical  statements.  The  American 
Medical  Association  attempted  to  deal  with  the  situation 
by  establishing  its  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry. 
It  seemed  to  him  that  the  establishment  of  a  commis- 
sion along  similar  lines  might  be  of  advantage  to  this 
countiy.

Irregular  Sale  of  Poison. — At  Cootehill,  recently,  Mr. 
John  S.  Smith,  Ph.C,  was  summoned  for  having  sold 
strychnine  to  Robert  T.  Kennedy  (who  subsequently 
committed  suicide),  he  having  been  a  person  unknown 
to  the  defendant  and  not  introduced  by  a  person  known 
to  him.  Mr.  Dowd,  sohcitor,  said  the  defendant 
much  regretted  what  had  occurred.  The  family  of  the 
deceased,  but  not  the  deceased  himself,  was  known  to 
his  client.    A  fine  of  los.,  with  los.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Irregular  Sale  of  Methylated  Spirit. — At  Stirling 
Sheriff  Court,  on  October  i6,  J.  &  D.  Wilson,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Hairst  Street,  Renfrew,  and  Alexander 
Lockie,  an  employee,  were  summoned  under  the  Spirits 
Act,  i88o,  for  hawking  methylated  spirit  otherwise  than 
on  premises  licensed  for  the  purpose.  The  defendants 
pleaded  "  Guilty."  Mr.  John  G.  Wilson,  who  appeared 
for  the  company,  said  that  van  from  which  the  sale 
was  made  was  now  off  the  road,  and  during  the  time 
it  was  used  it  had  been  run  at  a  loss.  The  spirit  sold 
was  supplied  to  a  nurse  for  an  invalid.  The  sheriff 
imposed  a  fine  of  on  Messrs.  Wilson  and  fined 

their  employee  £2. 

Claim  upon  a  Guarantee. — Before  Mr.  Justice  Wright, 
in  the  King's  Bench  Division,  on  October  15,  Dental 
Traders,  Ltd.,  Princes  Street,  London,  W.i,  sued  Mr. 
Henry  Augustus  Povah,  Great  Marlborough  Street, 
W.I,  for  the  .  sum  of  ;^348  upon  a  guarantee 
given  by  him  in  respect  of  sums  owing  to  the  plaintiffs 
for  goods  sold  to  the  Edwards  Dental  Manufacturing 
Co.,  Ltd.,  of  which  defendant  was  managing  director. 
Defendant  pleaded  that  he  and  Mr.  B.  L.  Cohen,  a 
director  of  the  plaintiff  company,  having  paid  off  the 
bank,  who  were  the  holders  of  certain  bills  of  ex- 
change, had  discharged  his  liability  under  the  guaran- 
tee. Mr.  Justice  Wright  said  no  one  disputed  the 
guarantee,  and  it  was  admitted  that  goods  for 
^£■401  IIS.  gd.  had  been  supplied  by  the  plaintiffs  to 
the  Edwards  Company  and  not  paid  for.  The  only 
defence  he  could  see  that  could  successfully  be  put  up 
was  that  the  debtor  had  been  discharged  by  a  pay- 
ment by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Edwards  Company  to  the 
plaintiffs,  so  as  to  be  a  bar  if  an  Action  were  brought 
by  the  plaintiffs  against  that  company,  and  he  failed 
to  see  that  any  such  defence  could  be  made  out. 
Defendant  was,  therefore,  liable  for  7^401  iis.  Qd.  under 
his  guarantee,  and  there  would  be  judgment  accord- 
ingly, but  the  plaintiffs  could  not  recover  other  items 
claimed  amounting  to  .  On  a  counter-claim  for 
£-jo,  which  was  admitted,  the  defendant  would  have 
judgment,  and  there  would  be  a  set-off. 

Unsuccessful  Claim  for  Damages. — In  Marylebone 
County  Court,  London,  on  October  24,  Reginald  Roper, 
hairdresser's  assistant,  Willesden,  N.W.,  sued  Angelo 
Mancini,  hairdresser,  High  Road,  Willesden,  to  recover 
the  sum  of  ;^too.  The  claim  set  out  that  the  defendant 
prepared  a  shampoo  from  which  the  plaintiff  contracted 
dermatitis.  He  alleged  that  the  shampoo  was  prepared 
negligently,  and  that  it  contained  an  excessive  propor- 
tion of  menthol.  It  was  further  alleged  that  the 
defendant  was  negligent  in  that  he  required  the  plaintiff 
to  use  the  shampoo  well  knowing  that  the  same  was 
likely  to  cause  the  plaintiff  to  contract  dermatitis.  The 
defence  filed  was  a  denial  of  negligence  on  the  part  of 
the  defendant  or  his  servants.  Mr.  Infield  appeared  as 
counsel  for  the  plaintiff  and  Mr.  Vick,  barrister,  for 
the  defendant.  Mr.  Infield  said  that  the  claim  was  a 
^mmon-law  one  for  damages,  although  the  action 
might  have  been  brought  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Acts.  The  facts  were  that  the  defendant 
made  up  his  own  menthol  shampoos.  He  bought 
crystals  of  menthol  from  a  local  chemist,  which  he 
poured  into  the  ordinary  lathering  or  non-lathering 
shampoo.  There  was  no  suggestion  that  the  menthol 
was  impure  or  contained  any  corrosive.  From  time  to 
time  the  defendant  would  pour  some  menthol  into  the 
shampoo  to  "  liven  it  up."  In  July  1928  the  plaintiff 
noticed  that  his  hands  became  affected  when  he  put 
them  into  water.  Later  he  went  to  his  panel  doctor: 
after  that  his  face  and  neck  broke  out  in  spots,  and  he 


was  sent  to  the  Willesden  General  Hospital.  He  was 
advised  not  to  use  shampoos  as  it  was  dangerous,  but 
on  returning  to  full  work  at  the  defendant's  shop  he 
was  asked  to  shampoo — not  with  the  excessive  menthol 
in  it — which  he  did.  The  dermatitis  broke  out  again, 
and  in  December  1929  the  defendant  bought  him  a 
pair  of  rubber  gloves,  but  still  the  disease  persisted. 
In  June  1930  'the  plaintiff  was  dismissed,  the 
defendant  saying  he  was  incurable.  The  plaintiff  gave 
corroborative  evidence.  The  plaintiff's  panel  doctor 
gave  evidence  as  to  the  treatment  he  gave  the  plaintiff. 
He  diagnosed  the  complaint  as  dermatitis,  caused  by 
menthol.  The  effect  of  menthol  on  the  skin  was  to. 
numb  the  nerve  endings,  which  would  produce  a  cool 
effect,  and  the  stronger  the  quantity  of  menthol  the 
greater  the  effect.  If  menthol  were  added  to  alcohol, 
the  alcohol  dehydrated  the  skin.  He  did  not  think  it 
was  safe  to  add  menthol  indiscriminately  to  shampoo. 
Dr.  J.  Scovell,  physician  at  the  London  Skin  Hospital, 
said  she  thought  the  plaintiff's  occupation  had  cer- 
tainly exaggerated  his  condition.  She  had  never  heard 
of  dermatitis  from  menthol  until  this  case  come  before 
her,  but  she  thought  it  was  possible.  For  the  defence 
Mr.  George  Gurr,  F.C.S.,  stated  that  he  examined  this 
menthol,  which  was  of  good  quality.  He  had  never 
heard  of  a  case  of  dermatitis  from  menthol.  The 
amount  of  menthol  which  the  plaintiff  said  the 
defendant  put  into  the  shampoo  at  the  beginning  would 
not  be  dangerous.  In  cross-examination  he  said  the 
alcohol  in  a  shampoo  was  not  pure,  and  therefore  would 
not  properly  dehydrate  the  skin.  The  indiscriminate 
use  of  menthol  in  alcohol  would  not  be  dangerous. 
Judge  Snagge  said  that  the  common-law  action  had 
failed.  He  gave  judgment  for  the  defendant,  with 
costs.

His  lordship  adjourned  the  petition  for  a  week. 

Borax  Consolidated,  Ltd. — Holders  of  deferred 
ordinary  shares  have  been  informed  that  the  business 
of  the  company  for  the  year  to  September  30  was  more 
satisfactory  than  for  the  preceding  year,  but  the  results 
so  far  as  can  at  present  be  ascertained  do  not  enable 
the  directors  to  declare  an  interim  dividend  on  those 
shares.  Every  possible  economy,  it  is  stated,  has 
been  made  at  the  mines  and  works  and  the  cost  of 
production  brought  to  the  lowest  possible  limit,  the 
advantage  of  which  will  be  substantially  felt  with  a 
recovery  in  trade  and  a  reasonable  advance  in  prices, 
but  the  recovery  in  profit  will  probably  be  gradual.

— The 
creditors  of  the  above  were  called  together  recently  at 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Rooms,  Blackburn,  when  it 
was  reported  that  the  liabilities  were  approximately 
/270.  The  principal  asset  was  a  sum  of  cash  which  was 
in  the  hands  of  the  County  Court,  representing  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  stock,  etc.,  by  the  sheriff's 
officer  at  the  suit  of  one  of  the  cerditors.  The  assets 
which  were  sold  realised  £^2  13s.  3d.,  and  the  landlord 
was  paid  ;^2i  los.  6d.  The  balance  in  hand  was  ap- 
proximately /30.  There  were  certain  fixtures  and  drugs 
remaining,  but  it  was  not  anticipated  that  they  would 
realise  more  than  £20.  The  company  was  registered  in 
February  last,  and  took  over  an  existing  business.  The 
nominal  capital  was  /500,  but  only  three  shares  had 
been  issued.  Neither  of  the  directors  were  qualified 
chemists.  A  resolution  was  passed  confirming  the 
voluntary  liquidation  of  the  company,  with  Mr.  T. 
Fletcher,  accountant,  Blackburn,  as  liquidator.  The

£20;  stock,  £^50.  valued  at  ;^20o;  and  book  debts, 
;^88  19s.  5d.,  estimated  to  realise  £^i$.  It  was  stated 
that  a  chemists'  business  had  been  conducted  at  the 
above  address  since  1833.  The  company  was  registered 
in  December  1927.  The  books  showed  that  the  turnover 
had  been  declining,  and  during  the  last  three  account- 
ing periods  losses  had  been  sustained  of  ^673.  ^335  and 
;£5i4  respectively.  During  the  last  year  the  turnover 
was  ;^i,742,  but  in  the  preceding  twelve  months  it 
amounted  to  ;^'2,6o8.  No  fees  had  been  paid  to  the 
directors.  The  nominal  capital  was  ^{2,000,  of  which 
;^i,53o  had  been  issued.  With  the  exception  of  thirty 
shares  of  £1  each,  the  capital  had  been  allotted  for  a 
consideration  other  than  cash.  After  a  short  discussion 
the  creditors  decided  to  confirm  the  voluntary  liquida- 
tion of  the  company,  with  Mr.  F.  L.  Heppard  as  liqui- 
dator.

Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  Joshua  John  Rackham,  company  director,  131 
Upper  Thames  Street,  E.C.,  and  Constitutional  Club, 
Northumberland  Avenue,  W.C. — An  application  was 
made  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  recently  for 
an  order  of  discharge  on  behalf  of  this  bankrupt,  who 
failed  last  May  with  provable  debts  ;£68,725  and  assets 
of  problematical  value.  Mr.  Ferrars  Vyvyan,  Official 
Receiver,  reported  that  in  February  1928  the  bankrupt 
became  sole  managing  director  of  White,  Palmer  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  pepper  and  spice  importers  and  grinders.  In  1925 
that  company  began  to  purchase  larger  than  its  normal 
quantities  of  pepper,  and  in  order  to  maintain  the 
market  price  they  continued  to  make  heavy  purchases 
very  much  in  excess  of  the  firm's  requirements.  The 
bankrupt  to  assist  the  firm  also  speculated  in  his  own 
name,  and  had  stated  that  during  the  twelve  months 
preceding  his  failure  his  losses  on  produce  speculations 
exceeded  ^40,000.  He  severed  his  connection  with  the 
company  last  February.  The  Official  Receiver  further 
reportecl  that  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  the  bank- 
rupt had  speculated  successfully  in  shares  on  the  Stock 
Exchange  and  had  financed  a  number  of  schemes.  He 
attributed  his  failure  chiefly  to  the  speculative  losses  on 
produce,  but  also  to  depreciation  in  the  value  of  his 
investments.  The  application  was  opposed  by  the  Official 
Receiver  on  the  ground  of  rash  and  hazardous  specula- 
tions, and  the  discharge  was  suspended  for  two  years.

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Executive  Meeting 

A  MEETING  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch 
was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  October  22, 
Mr.  Charles  Simpson  in  the  chair. 

Welcome  to  President  and  Secretary 

■  The  Chairman  said  this  was  the  first  visit  of  Mr. 
Melhuish  since  he  was  elected  president,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Executive  he  desired  to  congratulate  him  and 
give  him  a  very  cordial  welcome  to  their  meeting.  He 
would  like  also  to  assure  the  president,  who  was  under- 
taking this  high  office  at  a  time  of  considerable  diffi- 
culty, of  their  full  sympathy  and  loyal  support.  With 
regard  to  the  secretary,  they  were  always  pleased  to 
have  Mr.  Linstead  at  their  meetings. 

The  President  said  he  appreciated  very  highly  the 
kind  words  of  welcome.  He  desired  to  acknowledge 
the  personal  references  to  himself  and  the  secretary, 
but  he  regarded  as  far  more  important  than  any  per- 
sonal references  their  whole-hearted  loyalty  to  the  Pfiar- 
maceutical  Society  and  the  Council  of  the  Society  and 
all  that  that  meant  for  pharmacy  in  Scotland. 

Deaths  ■  ^  ; 

The  Chairman  said  he  had  to  intimate  that  Mr. 
Hawthorn  Stewart,  who  acted  for  a  number  of  years  as 
divisional  secretary  in  Paisley,  died  on  September  7. 
He  was  a  very  well-known  pharmacist  in  the  West  of 
Scotland,  and  took  a  leading  part  in  local  pharmaceuti- 
cal, as  well  as  municipal,  affairs.  He  had  also  to  inti- 
mate the  death  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  for  many  years 
curator  of  the  Museum  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Mr.  Holmes  was  brought  into  close  touch  with  the  work 
of  the  Executive  in  Scotland  in  connection  with  the 
local  museum.  A  man  of  great  energy  and  enthusiasm, 
he  was  most  assiduous  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
and  most  kindly  and  obliging  in  all  his  relationships 
with  members  of  the  Society.  He  was  a  unique  per- 
sonality with  a  practically  world-wide  reputation. 

Draft  Pharmacy  Bill 

The  President,  briefly  explained  a  memorandum  f-n 
the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill,  indicating  some  of  the  main 
points.  The  desire  of  the  Council  was  that  they  would 
fully  consider  these  proposals  from  the  broad  point  of 
view  and  avoiding  committing  themselves  to  any  final 
judgment.  In  this  way  they  could  attend  the  confer- 
ence with  an  open  mind,  listening  to  all  the  arguments 
that  might  be  submitted,  and  only  then,  in  consultation 
with  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  endeavour 
to  reach  some  common  decision.  It  was  eminently  desir- 
able that  they  should  go  forward  as  an  agreed  body 
on  what  was  known  as  an  agreed  Bill.  Sometimes  they 
heard  it  said  the  Society  should  draft  a  Bill  of  its 
own.  His  view  was  that  at  the  end  of  the  day  thev 
would  really  have  a  Bill  of  their  own  drafting,  but 
it  would  be  framed  by  amending  the  present  draft  Bill. 
He  thought  it  was  upon  those  lines  that  their  true 
policy  lay. 

Public  Assistance  Prescriptions 

It  was  reported  that  Fife  County  had  adopted  the 
National  Health  procedure  in  the  Public  Assistance 
Medical  Service.  The  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  had 
asked  that  the  method  of  dealing  with  "  dangerous  " 
drugs  prescriptions  under  National  Health  Insurance 
regul.ations  should  also  apply  to  Public  Assistance  pre- 
scriptions, but  this  had  been  refused. 

Public  Health  Dispensing 

It  was  reported  that  a  chemist  doing  dispensing  for 
the  local  authority;  who  was  himself  a  member  of  the 
local  authority,  had  been  informed  that,  being  a-  mem- 


ber of  the  local  authority,  he  could  not  supply  and 
obtain  payment  for  medicines  dispensed  for  the  local 
authority.-  The  question  had  previously  arisen  in  con- 
nection with  an  appeal  for  exempting  members  of 
co-operative  societies  from  this  disability,  but  the 
Government  of  the  day  refused  to  introduce  the  pro- 
posal on  the  ground  of  it  being  controversial.  It  was 
remitted  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  take  up 
the  matter  and  seek  to  have  some  amendment. 

Bottles  Distinguishable  by  Touch 

Attention  was  directed  to  a  recent  case  (C.  cS-  D., 
August  3,  p.  226)  in  the  Ec]inburgh  Sheriff  Court,  where 
it  was  decided  that  a  tomato  sauce  bottle  which  had 
been  used  in  selling  liquid  ammonia  could  not  be  held 
to  be  "  not  distinguishable  by  touch  from  an  ordinary- 
bottle."  The  Procurator  Fiscal  suggested  that  a  care- 
fully defined  bottle  should  be  specified,  and  that  it 
should  be  an  offence  to  use  such  a  bottle  for  any  other 
purpose  than  as  a  container  for  a  poison  or  poisonous 
substance.

Branch  Meetings 

Anglesey. — A  meeting  of  the  Anglesey,  North  Car- 
narvonshire and  Colwyn  Bay  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  was  held  on  October  15.  Mr.  T.  Hardy  (a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council)  addressed  the  members 
on  Tlie  Pharmacy  BUI.  Mr.  Hardy  traced  the  history  of 
events  and  gave  a  full  account  of  the  circumstances  ruling 
at  the  inquiry.  He  also  gave  details  of  the  part  taken 
by  the  ("ouncil  of  the  Society  to  protect  the  interest  of 
qualified  chemists  and  the  difficulties  they  had  to  con- 
tend with.  He  urged  every  member  to  read  and  study 
the  Report  and  draft  Bill  very  carefully.  Mr.  Hardy 
explained  the  proposed  Bill  to  the  members,  and  gave 
an  outline  of  the  alterations  which  the  Council  propose 
to  bring  forward  before  the  Bill  comes  before  Parliament. 
Several  members  put  questions  to  Mr.  Hardy. 

Eastbourne. — The  seventh  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  Eastbourne  and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  was  held  on  October  14,  Mr.  H.  C.  Browne 
in  the  chair.  The  chairman  and  ofiicers  were  re-elected 
for  the  ensuing  year.  The  annual  report  was  adopted 
and  £2  2s.  granted  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Messrs. 
H.  C.  Browne,  G.  Checkley  and  D.  Marchant  were  ap- 
pointed to  the  Education  Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. The  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
agreed  to: — "  That  this  Association  strongly  protests 
against  the  free  gifts  of  articles  which  they  usually  sell 
as  a  method  of  advertising  other  goods,  and  beg  to  draw 
the  attention  of  the  Gillette  Razor  Co.  that  the  free  gift 
of  their  razors  is  inimical  to  the  interests  of  chemists,  as 
obviously  customers  will  not  purchase  articles  which  they 
can  obtain  free." 

Newcastle. — The  opening  meeting  of  the  Newcastle 
and  Northumberland  Branch  took  place  on  October  t6, 
Mr.  John  Gibson  in  the  chair.  The  chairman  urged  all 
pharmacists  to  take  up  a  scientific  hobby  which,  in  his 
opinion,  made  them  more  fit  for  their  work. 

Watford. — The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Watford 
and  St.  Albans  Branch  was  held  on  October  8,  when 
the  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year: — ■ 
President,  Mr.  R.  C.  Tween;  Secretary,  Mr.  P.  H. 
Warren:  Committee,  Miss  Macpherson,  Messrs.  Barker, 
Figg,  King,  Last,  Lewis,  and  Wood.  Mr.  Hubert  B. 
Figg  (Berkhamsted)  gave  an  address  on  the  Depart- 
mental Committee' s  Report  on  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act.  He  said  that  to  him  the  problems  of  phar- 
macy were  more  acute  to-day  than  they  had  ever  been 
before — pharmacy  was  very  much  in  the  melting  pot. 
He  considered  that  the  weakness  of  the  whole  position 
in  which  they  as  a  professional  body  found  themselves 
was  due  to  the  apathy  of  their  members.    He  appealed 


to  every  pharmacist  to  invest  is.  with  H.M.  Stationerji 
Office  to  purchase  a  copy  of  the  Report,  read  it,  study 
it,  and  compare  it  paragraph  by  paragraph  with  the 
Bill,  then  make  a  note  of  his  own  improvements  and 
come  along  to  the  branch  meetings  and  express  himself. 
The  Departmental  Committee,  said  Mr.  Figg,  had  created 
a  welcome  precedent  in  pharmacy  in  once  and  for  all 
showing  the  distinction  between  the  pharmacist  as  "a 
seller  of  poison  "  and  the  pharmacist  as  "  the  com- 
pounder and  supplier  of  medicines."  The  main  lines  of 
amendment  would,  he  thought,  be  to  separate  agricul- 
tural and  horticultural  poisons  from  the  other  poisons 
of  Part  2,  and  to  limit  the  other  poisons  of  Part  2  to 
sanitary,  industrial  and  vermin  killers.  As  regards  the 
licensing  of  unqualified  sellers  of  poisons  the  intention 
of  the  Committee  was  without  a  doubt  to  facilitate  the 
distribution  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  prepara- 
tions, and  pressure  would  have  to  be  brought  to  ^ee 
that  it  was  definitely  put  down  in  the  Bill  that  these 
licences  should  be  restricted  to  persons  who  carry  on  a 
bona  fide  business  appertaining  to  the  particular  trade 
in  question.  The  meeting  terminated  with  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Figg. 


Association  Meetings 

London  (N.). — The  annual  meeting  of  the  North 
Lonilon  Pharmaceutical  Association  and  Branch  of  the 
Plaarmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  October  21.  There 
was  a  good  attendance,  Mr.  D.  Anderson  (presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  The  president  reviewed  the 
work  of  the  past  session,  and  called  upon  the  treasurer 
to  give  the  balance-sheets  of  the  Association  and 
Branch.  An  animated  discussion  arose  on  how  to 
secure  a  fuller  membership  from  the  newcomers  in  the 
district.  It  was  agreed  that  some  revision  of  areas 
sliould  be  made.  The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
vear  resulted  as  follows: — President,  Mr.  J.  C.  Young; 
Vice-President ,  Mr.  J.  Hearle;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Walters; 
Secretary ,  Mr.  H.  Skinner;  Asst.  Secretary ,  Mr.  W.  E. 
Swanston.  Mr.  J.  Humphrey  was  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee. A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr. 
Anderson  on  his  completion  of  two  years'  presidency 
and  the  success  attending  him.  He  suitably  replied, 
and  tlie  remainder  of  the  evening  was  given  to  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill,  introduced  by  Mr. 

A  variety  of  opinions  were  put  forward 
which  seemed  to  show  anything  but  unanimity  in 
outlook.  It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Neathercoat  would 
address  the  Branch  on  November  18,  when  discussion 
on  the  points  raised  would  be  resumed.  Thanks  were 
accorded  to  Mr.  Humphrey  for  his  introduction. 

Sheffield. — The  opening  meeting  of  the  winter  session 
of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society 
was  held  recently,  Mr.  C.  W.  Hobson  (president),  in  the 
chair.  Professor  C.  J.  Patten,  M.D.,  D.Sc,  gave  an 
address  entitled  Our  Debt  to  Darwin.

We  owed  to  him  the  emancipation  of  the  intel- 
lect. On  the  motion  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Williams,  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  was  accorded. 

Women  Pharmacists. — The  National  Association  of 
Womj'n  Pharmacists  held  their  opening  meeting  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  October  22, 
Miss  Sproule  (president)  in  the  chair.  The  president 
was  supported  by  Mrs.  Freke,  Miss  Kirkwood,  Miss 
Hodgkinson,  the  secretary  and  the  committe<-.  An 
interesting  lecture,  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  was 
given  by  Mr.  P.  Lovell,  F.S.A.  (organising  secretary 
of  the  London  Society),  entitled  A  Talk  on  the  London 
Squares.  Mr.  Lovell  said  there  were  in  London  461 
squares  or  garden  enclosures,  many  of  which  dated 
from  the  early  seventeenth  century.  The  lecturer  gave 
a  short  history  of  many  of  the  most  famous  squares. 
The  London  Society  was  doing  all  it  could  to  keep 
these  squares  for  posterity  by  Act  of  Parliament.  A 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  was  proposed 
by  Miss  Harvey  and  seconded  by  Miss  Claremont. 
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Woolley  Laboratories  Opened  at  Manchester 


THE  opening  of  the  Woolley  Laboratories  at  the 
Victoria  University  of  Manchester,  which  have 
been  furnished  and  equipped  by  members  of 
the  Woolley  family  in  memory  of  the  late  George 
Stephen  Woolley,  fiermann  Woolley  and  Edward  James 
Woolley,  took  place  on  October  22.  The  labora- 
tories constitute  part  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Department, 
which  is  housed  in  the  Medical  School  of  the  University. 
They  consist  of  two  large  rooms  for  the  classes  in  phar- 
maceutical chemistry,  a  smaller  one  for  research  and  a 
laboratory  for  galenical  or  technical  pharmacy. 

The  two  laboratories  for  pharmaceutical  chemistry 
have  each  been  equipped  to  accommodate  forty  students. 
The  quantitative  laboratory  has  special  benches  for  the 
balances  near  the  students'  working  benches,  the  reser- 
vation of  this  room  for  quantitative  work  obviating  the 
necessity  for  a  separate  balance  room.  An  original 
apparatus  has  been  installed  which  enables  the  chloro- 
form and  ether  used  by  forty  students  in  alkaloidal 
assays  to  be  recovered  in  about  thirty  minutes.  There 
are  lockers  in  each  laboratory  for  120  students.  The 
research  laboratory  is  completely  equipped  for  research 
in  pharmaceutical  chemistry  and  in  foods  and  drugs. 

The  galenical  or  technical  laboratory  for  applied  phar- 
maceutics has  been  arranged  for  research  and  practice 
on  a  small  manufacturing  scale.  An  overhead  shaft, 
electrically  driven,  operates  a  shaking  machine,  a  steel- 
end  runner  mill,  a  porcelain  ball  mill  and  a  Minton 
ware  edge  runner  mill.  The  hand-operated  apparatus  is 
very  varied,  and  among  other  things  includes  a  four- 
chamber  filter-press  and  various  types  of  mills  and 
sifters.    A  useful  addition  is  a  gas-heated  autoclave. 

Presentation  of  Prizes 

The  opening  of  the  laboratories  was  preceded  by  the 
"  Speech  Day  "  ceremony. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  (chairman),  in  his  opening 
■  emarks,  said  they  were  honoured  in  having  with  them 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Neathercoat,  whom  they  heartily  wel- 
comed. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat  thanked  Mr.  Simmons  for  his 
welcome.  In  speaking  of  Manchester  and  Salford 
chemists  he  had  to  be  very  careful,  as  they  were  deadly 
in  their  criticism,  though  always  just.  In  the  Man- 
chester University  they  had  been  provided  with  educa- 
tional facilities  second  to  none,  and  this  afternoon  they 
were  to  see  those  facilities  which,  if  those  boys  and 
girls  who  were  listening  to  his  address  (and  others  to 
follow  in  later  years)  would  only  utilise,  they  would 
have  no  fear  of  their  future  success.  He  urged  them 
not  to  forget  the  University  where  they  were  trained, 
and  wished  to  emphasise  the  necessity  of  keeping  in 
contact  with  and  supporting  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  then  presented  the  prizes  to  the 
successful  students.

Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Neathercoat  for  his  address,  said  it  was  most 
appropriate  to  the  occasion.  He  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr. 
Neathercoat  for  the  work  he  had  done  for  pharmacy. 

Mr.  D.  Dickson,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
the  donors  of  the  prizes,  said  they  greatly  appreciated 
the  kindness  of  all  the  donors,  and  thanked  them  cn 
behalf  of  the  students  for  their  generosity.  (Applause.) 

Opening  of  Laboratories 

The  opening  of  the  Woolley  Laboratories  followed  the 
presentation  of  the  prizes.  On  the  platform  were, 
among  others,  Mr.  A.  H.  Worthington  (chairman),  the 
Vice-chancellor  (Dr.  W.  H.  Mobberley,  D.S.O.,  M.A., 
Litt.D.),  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  C.B.E.,  Mrs.  Neather- 
coat, Mr.  J.  Grier,  M.Sc,  Mr.  H.  Brindle,  B.Sc,  Mr. 
E.  Stabler  (president  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association),  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  (chairman  of  the  local 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  Professor  A.  H. 
Burgess,  Councillor  R.  G.  Edwards,  Dr.  Macdonald, 
Professor  H.  S.  Raper,  Dr.  Ree,  Colonel  Stanley  Watson, 
Professor  R.  B.  Wild,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Woolley  and  Mr. 
G.  S.  Woolley.  The  gathering,  which  was  one  of  the 
most  representative  of  pharmacy  and  allied  sciences  seen 
in  Manchester  for  many  years,  numbered  more  than  200. 

The  Chairman  said  they  were  met  that  day  to  open 
the  new  Woolley  Laboratories  for  pharmaceutical  chemis- 
try and  galenical  pharmacy,,  which  had  been  equipped 
entirely  by  the  Woolley  family.  (Applause.)  They  had 
cost  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  very  nearly  ^3,000. 
Mr.  Hermann  Woolley  would  be  remembered  for  a  long 
time  in  the  University,  for  he  was  for  many  years  a 
very  capable,  very  conscientious,  and  very  etiective 
treasurer. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  said  he  thought  this  was  quite 
rightly  described  as  a  red-letter  day  in  the  pharmaceu- 
tical history  of  Manchester.  He  was  duly  sensible  of 
the  honour  they  had  conferred  upon  him.  These  labora- 
tories had  been  made  possible  by  a  legacy  of  the  late 
Mr.  Hermann  Woolley,  by  a  generous  contribution  by 
the  company  itself,  and  by  the  generous  support  of 
Mrs.  E.  J.  Woolley.  (Applause.)  This  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Woolley  family  had  enabled  this  great  Uni- 
versity to  establish  and  to  equip  what  he  believed 
were  at  any  rate  the  best  equipped,  even  if  they  were 
not  in  every  other  way  the  finest  pharmaceutical  labora- 
tories in  the  country. 

The  name  of  Woolley  stood  for  much  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical history  of  Manchester,  in  the  history  of  the 
University,  and  in  the  history  of  the  City  of  Manchester 
itself.  The  Woolley  family,  for  over  a  hundred  years, 
had  associated  themselves  very  intimately  with  the  on- 
ward development  of  pharmacy  and  the  practice  and 
profession  of  pharmacy.  And  they  had  especially  inter- 
ested themselves  in  pharmaceutical  research.  It  was  a 
matter  of  satisfaction  to  all  those  present  that  the  name 
of  Woolley  was  going  to  be  perpetuated  in  this  Univer- 
sity, and  its  perpetuation  was  to  be  in  the  form  of  an 
association  with  pharmaceutical  education  and  with 
pharmaceutical  investigation  and  research.  James 
Woolley,  the  founder  of  the  firm,  was  a  keen  educationist. 
He  was  associated  with  the  establishment  of  the  old 
Mechanics'  Institute  in  Manchester.  While  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  formed  in  London,  a  branch  of  that 
Society  was  formed  in  Manchester  in  1841,  and  it  was 
upon  this  foundation  that  was  subsequently  erected  the 
great  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  of  to-day. 
George  Stephen  Woolley  was  a  man  who  possessed  a 
great  record  of  service  to  the  cause  of  pharmacy  in  this 
city.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council,  and  was  associated  most  actively  for  something 
like  forty-four  years  with  the  onward  march  of  pharma- 
ceutical educational  progress  and  the  civic  development 
of  the  city  of  Manchester  itself.  Hermann  Woolley  was 
a  distinguished  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  did  great 
work    for    pharmaceutical    education    in  Manchester. 
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Edward  James  Woolley  was  another  pharmaceutical 
chemist  who  carried  on  the  Woolley  tradition  and 
played  his  part,  a  worthy  one,  in  the  developments  of 
pharmaceutical  education  and  this  pharmaceutical  re- 
search work  carried  on  in  Manchester.  He  would  like 
to  add  the  name  of  Mrs.  E.  J.  Woolley,  the  present 
chairman  of  the  company — (applause) — who  had  gene- 
rously associated  herself  with  the  scheme. 

The  need  for  a  higher  standard  of  training,  education 
and  examination  called  for  no  emphasis  to-day.  What

perhaps  did  call  for  emphasis  to-day  was  that  the  Legis- 
lature has  failed  to  see  and  to  provide  for  a  correspond- 
ing assurance  of  the  right  to  deal  in  potent  drugs  and 
remedial  substances 

The  chief  feature  of  pharmaceutical  educational  work 
in  Manchester  for  scores  of  years  had  been  its  close 
connection  with  the  University  and  the  medical  faculty. 
The  degree  of  Bachlor  of  Science  in  Pharmaceutics, 
established  by  the  University  in  1904,  was  the  first 
degree  of  its  kind  in  Great  Britain.  He  wished  to  refer 
to  the  work  of  Mr.  William  Kirkby  in  connection  with 
that  degree  and  the  help  he  had  given  in  fostering  it. 
The  latest  example  of  such  opportunities  was  provided 
by  the  new  Benger  Laboratories  opened  in  that  Llniver- 
sity  last  year.  He  hoped  that  the  State  would  further 
endow  scientific  investigation  and  research.  He  con- 
gratulated the  Uidversity  on  the  acquisition  of  new 
teaching  facilities  of  so  high  an  order,  the  Woolley 
family  on  so  noble  and  so  permanent  a  memorial,  and 
the  students  on  their  good  fortune.  He  had  very  great 
pleasure  in  declaring  these  laboratories  open.  (Applause.) 

The  Vice-Chancellor  moved  a  vote  of  thanks,  first 
to  Mrs.  Woolley  and  the 
other  donors,  and,  secondly, 
to  Mr.  Neathercoat  for  his 
presence  and  foi  the  clear 
way  in  which  he  had  put 
before  them  the  significance 
of  the  ceremony.  The  Uni- 
versities of  the  country  de- 
pended, and  had  always  de- 
pended, for  new  develop- 
ments to  a  large  extent, 
upon  the  generosity  of 
private  benefactors.  The 
Universities  had  always  had 
as  a  large  part  of  their 
task  scientific  education,  the 
education  of  those  prepar- 
ing for  learned  professions; 
and  more  and  moic  profes- 
sions and  occupations  had 
realised  the  need  of  really 
scientific  preparation.  The 
gift  of  Mrs.  Woolley  and 
the  other  donors  marked  a 
great  step  forward  in  this 
respect. 


Mr.  J.  Grier,  in  seconding,  pointed  out  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Department  was  founded  by  Professor 
D.  J.  Leach;  and,  like  its  larger  community 
the  college,  it  had  known  many  vicissitudes.  Asso- 
ciated with  Dr.  Leach  in  those  early  days  was  his 
friend,  Mr.  William  Kirkby,  who,  unfortunately,  could 
not  be  with  them  that  day.  It  was  the  purpose  of  the 
late  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  that  there  should  be  an  efficient 
pharmaceutical  department  at  the  Manchester  Univer- 
sity. A  conversazione  was  held  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  as  far  back  as  1903,  and  among  those  who 
accepted  invitations  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benger  and 
Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley.  The  conversazione  was  a  brilliant 
success,  but  Mr.  Benger  died  that  very  night.  The 
University  took  the  matter  up,  and  the  Association 
issued  an  appeal  to  Lancashire  pharmacists  to  raise 
;^io,ooo  in  order  to  endow  a  lectureship  in  pharma- 
ceutics. As  a  general  slump  in  business  occurred 
immediately  after  this  the  scheme  had  to  be  dropped. 
Messrs.  Bengers  contributed  £500  and  Mr.  Kirkby  had 
also  got  into  touch  with  Mr.  E.  J.  Woolley,  who  most 
readily  arranged  to  put  at  their  disposal  £1,000  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Hermann  Woolley.  These 
moneys  were  paid  into  the  University  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  lectureship  of  pharmaceutics  in  the  medical 
school.  In  June  1929  the  new  Benger  Laboratories  for 
research  work  in  pharmacology  and  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  were  opened.  It  was  necessary  to  find  some- 
one who  would  do  for  pharmaceutical  work  what  had 
been  done  for  pharmacology,  and  in  Mrs.  Woolley 
they  found  their  benefactress.  He  thanked  Mrs. 
Woolley,  on  behalf  of  the  staff  and  students,  for  her 
generous  benefaction. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons,  in  supporting  the  motion,  called 
attention  to  the  number  of  failures  in  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  examinations.  He  believed  that,  in  the 
future  at  any  rate,  Manchester  would  be  second  to 
none  in  the  way  it  was  able  to  prepare  students  in 
pharmaceutical  chemistry  and  in  practical  pharmacy. 
They  owed  the  greatest  possible  debt  to  the  work  Mr. 
G.  S.  Woolley  did  during  more  than  forty  years.  The 
name  of  Woolley  stood  for  all  that  is  best  in  pharmacy, 
not  only  locally,  but  nationally.  Retailers  sometimes 
failed  to  appreciate  as  they  ought  the  debt  owed  to 
their  wholesale  friends.  Messrs.  Kay,  of  Stockport, 
established  the  Manchester  scholarship  which  providie.? 
education  to  a  selected  student  of  this  particular  area 
in  the  University.  He  would  like  to  say  how  much 
they  appreciated  Mr.  Neathercoat's  presence. 

The  vote  of  thanks  having  been  carried  unanimously, 
Mrs.  E.  J.  Woolley  said:  I  want  to  thank  you,  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  very  much  on  behalf  of  my  husband 
and  his  forbears  for  the  wonderful  way  in  which  you 
have  recognised  their  attempts  to  improve  pharmacy, 
and  I  thank  you  very  much  indeed. 

Mr.  Ne.\thercoat  also  briefly  acknowledged  the  vote 
of  thanks.

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The  Draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill 

By  JOHN  HUMPHREY,  Ph.C. 
Chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1929-30. 


SINCE  consideration  of  the  draft  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Bill  by  chemists  and  druggists  is  a  matter 
of  the  most  pressing  importance,  it  may  not 
seem  cut  of  place  to  suggest  the  lines  on  which  a  careful 
scrutiny  of  the  measure  ought  to  be  conducted.  Let 
it  be  premised  that  there  are  important  reforms  which 
we  pharmacists  should  like  to  secure  and  have  enforced 
by  Act  of  Parliament;  also  that  we  understand  serious 
changes  in  the  existing  state  of  affairs  are  considered 
necessary  by  officials  in  Government  departments.  How 
far  does  the  draft  Bill  go  in  the  direction  of  satisfying 
our  aspirations,  and  to  what  extent  does  it  make  pro- 
vision for  increasing  our  responsibilities  and  permitting 
further  interference  with  the  position  of  pharmacy  by 
State  officials.  Part  I  of  the  draft  Bill  is  devoted  to 
pharmacy.  Part  II  to  poisons,  and  Part  III  to  miscel- 
laneous matters.  Though  the  part  of  the  measure  deal- 
with  pharmacy  is  ostensibly  separated  from  that  part 
which  deals  with  poisons,  it  would  be  futile  to  deny 
that  the  two  parts  are  closely  interlinked,  and  a  general 
survey  of  the  draft  Bill  makes  it  clear  that  the  tem- 
porary separation  is  succeeded  by  the  effecting  of  a 
close  reunion  in  the  third  part. 

Exception  may  be  taken  to  this  blending  of  phar- 
macy and  poisons  legislation;  but  it  is  useless  to  ignore 
the  fact  that  never  since  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852,  save  in  connection  with  National  Health 
Insurance  dispensing,  has  any  legal  recognition 
of  the  position  and  privileges  of  chemists  and 
druggists  been  secured  except  when  poisons  legis- 
lation was  imminent.  It  was  the  needs  of  the 
public  in  fhe  direction  of  being  properly  safe- 
guarded against  misuse  of  poisons  that  facilitated 
legal  recognition  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and  reser- 
vation of  their  distinctive  business  designations.  But 
for  the  necessity  of  legislating  in  the  public  interest 
to  provide  safeguards  in  connection  with  the  storage, 
sale,  and  distribution  of  poisons,  it  is  improbable  that 
chemists  and  druggists  would  occupy  the  distinctive 
position  they  do  to-day.  The  "  wretched  Poisons  Act  " 
of  1868  was  in  reality  the  retail  chemist's  charter, 
because  it  ]3rotected  his  title,  made  provision  for  setting 
up  a  Register,  and  so  prevented  unqualified  persons 
from  passing  themselves  off  as  chemists  and  druggists. 

In  this  and  other  ways  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
benefited  duly  qualified  pharmaceutical  practitioners, 
and  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  this  was  because 
Parliament  considered  it  expedient  for  the  safety  of 
the  public.  Similar  care  for  the  public  safety  is  mani- 
fest in  subsequent  pharmacy  and  poisons  legislation, 
and  the  attitude  of  chemists  and  druggists  towards 
prospective  legislation  should,  to  some  extent,  be  shaped 
by  knowledge  of  that  fact.  At  the  same  time,  they 
must  endeavour  to  ensure  that  their  interests  are  further 
safeguarded,  and  not  overshadowed  when  proposals  for 
increased  restrictions  upon  the  storage,  sale  and  dis- 
tribution of  poisons  are  being  entertained. 

Approaching  the  draft  Bill  in  this  attitude  of  mind, 
we  ought  to  consider  its  provisions  first  from  the  point 
of  view  of  what  is  desirable  in  the  public  interest  and 
our  own;  secondly,  decide  what  is  objectionable;  and, 
thirdljr,  what  is  lacking.  It  is,  of  course,  improbable 
that  there  will  be  general  agreement  among  us  as  to 
the  desirability  or  otherwise  of  certain  provisions  of  the 
draft  Bill,  or  as  to  what  further  provisions  it  ought 
to  contain.  But  it  is,  nevertheless,  advisable  that 
every  one  of  us  should  sift  and  analyse  the  measure 
in  the  way  suggested  before  discussing  it  seriously  with 
his  fellows.  It  will  then  be  less  difficult  to  arrive  at 
points  of  agreement,  and  we  can  concentrate  in  dis- 
cussion upon  matters  concerning  which  there  is  divided 
opinion.  As  an  outcome  there  should  ultimately  be 
such  general  agreement  upon  the  whole  position  as  will 
enable  those  representing  us  as  negotiators  to  feel  that 


they  have  behind  them  a  united  body,  in  full  accord 
on  all  important  points. 

Such  a  course  as  that  suggested  recommends  itself 
as  being  all  the  more  desirable  because  submission  in 
debate  of  doubtful  points  should  tend  to  clear  away 
misconceptions.  It  is  well  known  that  the  language  of 
parliamentary  draftsmen  is  apt  to  need  interpretation, 
and  it  is  only  by  securing  a  clear  apprehension  of 
what  is  intended  by  particular  provisions  of  the  draft 
Bill  that  full  undeistanding  of  those  provisions  can  be 
brought  home  to  us.  Let  us,  therefore,  sift  and  analyse 
the  draft  Bill,  make  ourselves  familiar  with  what  it 
actually  contains,  and  then  take  our  part  in  helping 
to  make  the  best  of  the  situation. 

Part  I. — Pharmacy 

Part  I  of  the  draft  Bill  makes  provision  for  compul- 
sory membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  all 
registered  pharmacists;  registration  of  all  business  pre- 
mises where  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  is 
legally  carried  on;  prohibition  of  the  use  of  the  word 

pharmacy  "  as  a  description  of  any  place  where  that 
business  is  not  legally  carried  on;  and  restriction  of 
the  period  during  which  the  business  of  a  deceased 
pharmacist  may  be  continued  by  executors  or  trustees. 
It  also  provides  for  nomination  by  the  Privy  Council 
of  three  additional  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society;  for  avoiding  the  submission  of  pro- 
posed new  or  altered  by-laws  at  general  meetings  of 
the  Society;  for  appointing  a  Statutory  Committee  to 
exercise  disciplinary  powers  in  cases  in  which  offences 
have  been  committed  by  those  entitled  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  lor 
enabling  other  persons  than  pharmacists  to  use  the 
title  "  chemist  "  provided  they  do  not  engage  in  retail 
business. 

Compulsory  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
is  to  be  ensured  by  providing  that  every  person  regis- 
tered as  a  pharmacist  shall  automatically  become  a 
member  of  the  Society,  the  initial  fees  payable  on 
registration  including  the  membership  fee  for  the  first 
year.  But  an  annual  fee,  not  exceeding  £z,  must  be 
paid  each  subsequent  year  to  ensure  retention  of  the 
person's  name  on  the  Register.  Failing  payment  of 
this  annual  fee  within  one  month  after  demand,  the 
person's  name  may  be  struck  off  the  Register  and  mem- 
bership of  the  Society  will  automatically  cease,  the 
position  of  the  person  concerned  then  becoming  that 
of  one  who  is  not  legally  qualified  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  In  other  words, 
membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  be 
made  compulsory  so  long  as  the  person  concerned  desires 
to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  registration  as  a  pharmacist, 
including  the  keeping  of  open  shop  for  the  sale  and 
dispensing  of  scheduled  poisons. 

A  Register  of  Shops  to  be  kept  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  is  to  include  all  premises  where  the  busi- 
ness of  retailing  drugs  (including  poisons)  is  carried 
on  by  registered  pharmacists,  bodies  corporate  entitled 
to  use  the  description  of  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  and 
the  executors  or  trustees  of  deceased  pharmacists,  legally 
carrying  on  the  business.  In  the  case  of  each  place 
of  business  so  registered,  an  annual  fee  not  exceeding 
;£3  must  be  paid.  Failing  payment  of  the  annual  fee 
within  one  month  after  demand,  the  premises  may  be 
struck  off  the  Register.  Any  change  of  ownership  of 
the  business  will  necessitate  fresh  registration  and  the 
payment  of  a  further  fee.  Authorisation  to  sell,  dis- 
pense and  compound  poisons  will  thus  become  contingent 
upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  in  respect  of  the  premises 
where  drugs,  including  poisons,  are  retailed;  but  registra- 
tion and  payment  of  the  annual  fee  will  not  apparently 
be  required  if  1he  drugs  retailed  do  not  include  poisons. 

Prohibition  of  use  of  the  word  "  pharmacy  "  as  a 
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place-name  is  to  be  secured  by  making  it  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  take  or  use,  or  affix  to  or  use  in  con- 
nection with  his  premises,  any  title  or  description 
reasonably  calculated  to  suggest  that  he  or  anyone 
employed  in  the  business  carried  on  in  the  premises 
possesses  any  qualification  with  respect  to  the  selling, 
dispensing,  or  compounding  of  drugs  or  poisons,  qther 
than  the  qualification  which  he  in  fact  possesses.  This 
prohibition  will  not  apply  to  bodies  corporate  entitled 
to  use  the  description  of  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  or 
to  the  executors  or  trustees  of  deceased  pharmacists, 
legally  carrying  on  the  business.  Extension  to  limited 
companies  and  other  corporate  bodies  of  permission  to 
use  the  description  "  pharmacy  "  must  be  regarded 
as  an  instance  of  the  loss  of  what  might  have  been  an 
exclusive  right  by  pharmacists  owing  to  delay  in  assert- 
ing their  claim,  and  the  creation  of  vested  interests  by 
non-pharmacists  using  the  term  as  a  business  description. 

Continuation  of  the  business  of  a  deceased  pharma- 
cist by  an  executor  or  trustee  may  not  be  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  years,  unless  special  authority  be 
given  for  an  extension  of  that  period.  Provided  the 
business  is  bona  fide  conducted  by  a  registered  phar.na- 
cist  whose  name  and  certificate  of  registration  are  con- 
spicuously exhibited  in  the  premises,  the  executor, 
administrator  or  trustee  of  the  deceased  pharmacist's 
estate  will  be  entitled  to  sell  poisons  and  use  the  same 
titles  as  the  deceased  pharmacist,  whilst  also  being 
liable  to  the  same  disciplinary  action  when  offences 
are  committed. 

Tiirce  additional  members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  are  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Privy  Council.  They  will  not  necessarily  be  pharma- 
cists, and  they  will  not  be  subject  to  election  by  the 
members  of  the  Society  or  to  removal  except  by  the 
Privy  Council.  These  additional  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil will  probably  be  scientific  or  educational  ex- 
perts; but  it  must  be  observed  that  they  will  enjoy  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  as  other  members  of  the 
Council,  and  it  may  be  expected  that  they  will,  to  a 
certiiin  extent,  act  as  an  official  check  upon  the  Coun- 
cil's proceedings. 

New  and  altered  by-laws  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  are  no  longer  to  be  submitted  for  confirmation 
and  approval  at  general  meetings  of  the  Society.  This 
will  leave  the  making  of  by-laws  in  the  hands  of  the 
Council,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Privy  Council, 
and  ordinary  members  of  the  Society  will  have  no 
voice  in  the  matter. 

A  Statutory  Committee  is  to  be  set  up,  with  powers 
to  remove  from  the  respective  Registers  the  names  of 
pharmacists,  bodies  corporate,  and  executors  or  trustees 
of  deceased  pharmacists,  who  may  have  been  convicted 
of  certain  offences;  also  to  restore  names  to  the  Regis- 
ters if  thought  fit,  and  to  decide  the  period  during 
which  a  deceased  pharmacist's  executor  or  trustee  may 
continue  the  business.  This  Statutory  Committee  is 
to  consist  of  four  persons  elected  by  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  a  chairman  having 
practical  legal  experience,  who  is  to  be  appointed  ty 
the  Privy  Council.  It  will  take  over  the  powers  of 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  remove 
members  from  the  Society,  and  the  power  of  the  Privy 
Council  to  direct  the  removal  of  names  from  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Restriction  of  the  use  of  the  title  "chemist"  to 
registered  pharmacists  and  legally  qualified  bodies  cor- 
porate or  trustees  will  be  relaxed  "to  the  extent  that 
other  persons  may  use  the  title  provided  it  is  not  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  goods  by  retail.  This  will 
enable  public  analysts,  works  chemists,  etc.,  to  use 
the  title  "  chem.ist  "  as  a  matter  of  right,  but  its  use 
in  connection  with  retail  business  will  remain  restricted 
as  at  present. 

Limited  companies  and  other  bodies  corporate  will 
be  entitled  to  carry  on  business  as  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, and  to  describe  themselves  as  such,  under  the 
same  conditions  as  at  present.  In  addition,  they  may 
describe  any  premises  where  thev  legally  carry  on  tli'e 
business  as  a  pharmacy.  Bodies  corporate  will  be 
liable  to  similar  disciplinary  action  to  registered  phar- 


macists, if  they  or  any  of  their  directors  or  employees 
are  convicted  of  certain  offences. 

Part  II. — Poisons 

In  Part  II  of  the  draft  Bill  provision  is  made  for 
transferring  to  the  Home  Secretary'  certain  functions  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  will  no  longer  be 
responsible  for  administering  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  relating  to  the  scheduling,  sale  and 
supply  of  poisons.  A  Poisons  Board  is  to  be  consti- 
tuted for  the  purpose  of  preparing  for  approval  by  the 
Home  Secretary  a  list  of  substances  which  are  to  t)e 
treated  as  poisons,  and  to  act  generally  as  an  Advisory 
Committee  in  connection  with  the  making  of  rules 
with  respect  to  dealings  in  poisons.  Prohibitions  and 
regulations  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  poisons  are  set 
cut  in  this  part  of  the  Bill,  exemptions  are  specified, 
and  local  authorities  are  empowered  to  keep  lists  of 
persons  who  may  sell  poisons  the  sale  and  supply  of 
which  is  not  restricted  to  registered  pharmacists  and 
other  legally  qualified  concerns  or  persons. 

The  Poisons  Board  is  to  consist  of  fourteen  persons, 
of  whom  five  only  (including  one  wholesale  dealer  in 
pharmaceutical  preparations)  are  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Other  members  of  the 
Board  will  be  the  Government  Chemist,  three  repre- 
sentatives of  medical  bodies,  and  five  representatives 
of  State  departments.  The  Home  Secretary  is  to  ap- 
point the  member  of  the  Board  who  will  act  as  chair- 
man, and  he  may  also,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  addi- 
tional members  of  the  Board,  not  exceeding  four  in 
all.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Poisons  Board  to  pre- 
pare a  Poisons  List  for  the  consideration  and  approval 
of  the  Home  Secretary,  and  to  advise  him  with  regard 
to  subsequent  amendment  or  variation  of  the  List;  also 
to  make  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  making 
of  rules  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  phar- 
maceutical preparations  containing  poisons,  and  the 
sale  or  supply  of  poisons.  Though  it  is  a  matter  for 
serious  consideration  whether  pharmacy  will  be  ade- 
quately represented  upon  the  Poisons  Board,  it  seems 
improbable  that  any  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  be 
conceded,  and  it  may  be  that  five  really  competent 
representatives  will  carry  sufficient  weight  in  connec- 
tion with  any  technical  points  that  may  arise. 

The  Poisons  List  which  is  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Poisons  Beard  is  to  consist  of  two  parts,  but  these 
will  not  coincide  with  the  two  parts  of  the  existing 
Schedule  of  Poisons,  which  the  new  list  is  to  replace. 
Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  is  to  include  all  poisons 
which  may  only  be  sold  by  registered  pharmacists 
and  other  "  authorised  sellers  of  poisons,"  so  that  it 
will  obviously  cover  the  ground  of  both  Parts  I  and 
II  of  the  present  Schedule.  It  appears  doubtful,  how- 
ever, if  it  will  be  desirable  to  include  in  a  single  list 
all  poisons  at  present  scheduled,  and  amendment  of  the 
draft  Bill  in  this  respect  may  be  suggested.  Part  11 
of  the  new  Poisons  List  is  intended  to  include  poisons 
which  may  be  sold  by  unqualified  persons,  such  as  the 
poisonous  substances  dealt  with  by  Section  5  of  .he 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  igo8,  and  poisons  used 
for  agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes.  It  is  under- 
stood that  these  unqualified  persons  will  only  be  per- 
mitted to  sell  poisons  required  for  agricultural,  horti- 
cultural, sanitary  and  industrial  purposes.  But  the 
draft  Bill  does  not  provide  for  statutory  restrictions  to 
this  effect,  though  that  would  appear  to  be  desirable 
in  the  public  interest. 

Whilst  Part  I  poisons  may  only  be  sold  by  "  autlio- 
lised  sellers  of  poisons,"  i.e.,  by  registered  pharmacists, 
bodies  corporate  legally  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  executors  or  trustees  oi 
deceased  pharmacists.  Part  II  poisons  may,  in  addition, 
be  sold  by  unqualified  persons  who  pay  fees  to  local 
authorities  and  have  their  names  included  in  lists  kept 
by  tliose  local  authorities.  Anyone  may  applv  to  have 
his  name  included  in  such  a  list,  and  local  authorities 
will  apparently  have  very  little  discretionarv  power  in 
the  direction  of  restricting  this  class  of  unqualified 
sellers  of  poisons.    Such  unqualified  sellers  are,  how- 
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ever,  forbidden  under  penalty  from  selling  the  poisons 
outside  the  premises  specified  in  the  local  list,  or  hold- 
ing themselves  out  as  feeing  entitled  to  sell  other  poisons 
than  those  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List. 

Regulations  of  equal  stringency  are  made  to  apply  in 
the  draft  Bill  to  all  poisons  which  are  to  be  included 
in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List,  but  the  Home  Secretary 
is  empowered  to  dispense  with  or  relax  any  of  the 
provisions  imposed  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  poisons, 
after  consultation  with  or  on  the  recommendation  cf 
the  Poisons  Board.  This  appears  to  foreshadow  the 
splitting  up  of  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  into  sections 
including  poisons  to  which  rules  of  varying  degrees  of 
stringency  may  be  applied,  and  it  may  here  again  be 
suggested  that  it  would  be  well  if  the  draft  Bill  could 
be  modified  so  as  to  provide  for  statutory  subdivision 
of  Part  I.  It  should  also  be  possible  to  make  a  clear 
distinction  between  the  direct  sale  of  poisons,  and  the 
supply  of  poisons  and  other  potent  substances  when 
used  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  Severance  of  poisons 
and  pharmacy,  suggested  as  desirable  by  the  Depart- 
mental Committee,  would  be  better  attained  if  the 
use  of  poisons  in  compounding  and  dispensing  medicines 
by  registered  pharmacists  were  outside  the  purview  of 
the  Poisons  Board. 

Part  III. — Miscellaneous 

Power  to  make  rules  with  respect  to  the  manufac- 
ture of  pharmaceutical  preparations  containing  poisons, 
or  the  sale  or  supply  of  poisons,  will  rest  with  the 
Home  Secretary,  after  consultaition  with  or  '  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Poisons  Board.  But  he  will  be 
under  no  obligation  to  submit  the  draft  rules  for  ap- 
proval after  they  are  made.  He  will  be  entitled 
to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  poison  in  Part  I 
of  the  Poisons  List  except  when  ordered  in  the  prescrip- 
tion of  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner;  also  to 
regulate  the  storage,  transport  and  labelling  of  poisons, 
the  containers  in  which  poisons  may  be  supplied,  the 
compounding  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  and  other  kin- 
dred matters.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  powers  to 
be  granted  to  the  Home  Secretary  are  very  extensive. 


and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  infringement  of  any  rule 
made  by  him  may  render  the  offender  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  £^o,  while  employers  are  to  1)6 
held  responsible  for  offences  committed  by  their  em- 
ployees. This  part  of  the  draft  Bill  needs  the  most 
careful  scrutiny,  in  order  that  the  interests  of  regis- 
tered pharmacists  m.ay  be  adequately  safeguarded 
against  unreasonable  interference  by  State  and  police 
officials. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  undertake  the  task, 
by  inspection  or  otherwise,  of  doing  whatever  may" 
reasonably  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
Part  I  of  the  draft  Bill,  and  to  secure  compliance  by 
registered  pharmacists  with  the  provisions  of  Part  II 
and  of  the  rules  made  by  the  Home  Secretary  under 
Part  III.  In  other  words,  in  consideration  of  the  moneys 
received  by  it  in  respect  of  the  registration  of  shops, 
and  penalties  recovered  under  the  Act,  the  Society 
is  to  continue  to  do  all  it  does  at  present 
to  secure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts,  and  much  more  besides.  Inspectors,  who 
ihust  be  pharmacists,  are  to  be  appointed  and  paid  by 
the  Society,  and  the  number  of  inspectors  to  be  so 
appointed  is  to  be  dictated  by  the  Privy  Council,  which 
body  is  also  to  approve  of  the  salaries  to  be  paid  to 
the  inspectors  and  other  conditions  of  their  appoint- 
ment. 

Inspectors  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  to  have  power  at  all .  reasonable  times, to  enter  any 
premises  on  the  official  Register  of  Shops  where  poisons 
rhay  be  sold,  and  of  other  shops  where  there  is  reason- 
able cause  to  suspect  that  a  breach  of  -  the  law  has 
been  committed  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  Part  I  poisons. 
They  may  then  make  such  examination  and  inquiry, 
and  take  such  samples  after  payment,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  ascertaining  whether  the  provisions  of  the  law 
are  being  complied  with.  Local  authorities  may  either 
utilise  tlie  services  of  the  Society's  inspectors  for  in- 
spection of  the  premises  of  sellers  of  Part  II  poisons, 
or  they  must  -appoint  other  inspectors  for  the  task. 
Obstruction  of  an  inspector  is  to  be  punishable  by  a 
penalty  not  exceeding

Deaths 

Saunders. —At  Rangoon,  Burma,  on  October  27, 
suddenly,  Mr.  William  Hill  Saunders,  F.C.S.,  F.R.G.S., 

chairman  of  Ayr- 
ton,  Saunders  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing chemists, 
32-36  Hanover 
Street ,  Liverpool , 
aged  seventy-eight. 
Mr.  Saunders  was 
a  son  of  the  late 
Mr.  A.  H.  Saun- 
ders, who  in  1868, 
jointly  with  the 
late  Dr.  F.  Ayrton, 
deputy  coroner  for 
Liverpool,  founded 
the  well-known 
business  now  car- 
ried on  in  Hanover 
Street.  The  firm 
was  first  estab- 
lished in  Corn- 
wallis  Street,  but, 
outgrowing  the 
jjremises,  removed 
to  Duke  Street  and 
Parr  Street.  In 
1889    Mr.    A.  H. 

Saunders  died,  and  the  l.usiness  was  continued 
by  his  two  sons,  Messrs.  H.  G.  and  W.  H.  Saunders. 
Progress  was  rapid,  and  in  1898  it  became  neces- 
sary to  remove  to  more  extensive  premises,  which 
were  accordingly  acquired  in  Hanover  Street.  In  1903 
the  firm  absorbed  the  businesses  of  H.  Gilbertson  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  London,  and  W.  Kemp  &  Son,  Horncastle,  and  was 
converted  into  a  limited  company.  Mr.  H.  G.  Saunders 
died  in  1909,  and  his  brother  has  since  been  at  the  iiead 
of  the  directorate.  New  premises  were  acquired  in  Duke 
Street  just  before  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  1914,  in 
order  to  cope  with  the  growth  of  trade.  Owing  to 
building  difficulties,  they  were  not  ready  for  occupation 
till  1917;  as  a  result  of  this  expansion  the  staff  was  in- 
creased to  a  total  of  about  1,000.  The  head  offices  in 
Hanover  Street  were  so  severely  damaged  by  fire  in 
March  1921  that  rebuilding  was  necessarj',  and  the  oppor- 
tunity was  taken  of  rendering  them  still  more  up-to-date. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Saunders,  who  was  born  in  London,  com- 
menced his  business  career  with  one  of  the  large  firms 
of  warehousemen  in  St.  Paul's  Churchyard.  Later  he 
became  a  certificated  teacher;  and  although  he  parted 
from  this  profession  in  order  to  join  the  business  of  his 
father,  he  never  lost  his  interest  in  education,  and  for 
twenty-five  years  was  one  of  the  managers  of  Clint  Road 
Council  Schools,  Liverpool.  In  1875  he  joined  his 
father  at  Liverpool;  he  was  from  the  first  devoted  to 
travel,  and  in  the  course  of  his  subsequent  career  went 
round  the  world  on  several  occasions,  principally  for 
business  purposes.  He  also  filled  several  public  posi- 
tions in  Liverpool.  He  was  president  of  the  Liverpool 
Philomathic  Society,  and  regularly  contributed  to  its 
debates.  He  was  an  ex-president  of  the  Liverpool 
Trade  Protection  Society,  and  also  of  the  Liverpool 
Lyceum,  and  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  executive 
council  of  the  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr. 
Saunders  was  a  leading  figure  in  the  movement  in 
favour  of  face  values  for  proprietaries  inaugurated  at 


the  close  of  the  great  war,  and  addressed  many  meetings 
on  this  subject.  He  was  elected  an  honorary  vice- 
president  of  the  Commercial  Travellers'  Schools.  Pinner, 
in  recognition  of  forty-five  years'  services  to  the  insti- 
tution. ■  As  recently  as  last  March  (C.  &  D., 
1930,  I,  329)  Mr.  Saunders  contributed  to  The 
Che.mist  and  Druggist  an  article  on  "  Empire 
Pharmacy,"  stressing  the  desirability,  as  his 
experience  suggested,  of  reciprocal  trading  through- 
out the  British  Empire.  The  jubilee  of  his  asso- 
ciation with  Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.  was 
celebrated  in  1924  by  a  dinner  and  a  series  of  presenta- 
tions, including  a  copy  of  his  own  book,  "  Rambling  the 
World."  Mr.  Saunders's  only  son.  Captain  W.  Gilbert 
Saunders,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Ph.C,  who  was  admitted  a 
director  of  the  company  in  191 1,  lost  his  life  in  action 
in  1916;  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Saunders  died  in  1927.  Mr. 
Saunders  was  a  visitor  at  tbe  meetings  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  when  his  numerous  engage- 
ments permitted.  His  death  followed  a  sudden  collapse, 
attributed  to  heat,  while  on  a  journey  from  New  Zealand 
to  India. 

Edwards. — On  October  13,  Mr.  Robert  John  Price 
Edwards,  69  Oak  Drive,  Acton,  Wrexham  (Francis  & 
Co.,  chemists),  aged  fifty.  After  serving  his  appren- 
ticeship with  Messrs.  Francis  Mr.  Edwards  became  an 
oculist,  and  for  some  time  practised  at  Simla,  India. 
He  then  returned  to  Wales  and  resumed  his  connection 
with  his  old  firm.  Mr.  Edwards  was  at  one  time  a 
member  of  the  Flintshire  County  Council.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  one  child. 

Hampson. — At  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Manchester,  on 
October  24,  Dorothy  Eileen,  dearly  beloved  wife  of 
Mr.  Donald  Hampson  (of  Hampson  Bros.,  chemists, 
Leigh),  "Northgate,"  Beech  Walk,  Leigh,  Lanes, 
aged  thirty. 

Haffkine.— At  Lausanne,  on  October  26,  Professor 
Waldemar  Mordecai  Wolff  Haffkine,  CLE.,  aged 
seventy.  Professor  Haffkine  had  achieved  a  world-wide 
reputation  for  his  research  work  on  plague  and  cholera. 
He  was  the  discoverer  of  vaccines  against  these  diseases, 
and  as  bacteriologist  to  the  Government  of  India  for 
twenty-two  years  was  notably  successful  in  reducing 
the  mortality  from  cholera  and  bubonic  plague  by 
80  to  90  per  cent.  His  method  of  inoculation  has  been 
generally  adopted  throughout  India,  and  the  research 
laboratory  founded  by  him,  now  the  Haffkine  Institute, 
serves  numerous  tropical  countries. 

Preston. — On  October  25,  Mr.  Walter  Preston,  chair- 
man of  Walter  Preston,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
12  Sydenham  Street,  Leeds.  Mr.  Preston  developed  his 
business  from  modest  beginnings  as  a  drysalter  till  it 
became  one  of  the  best-known  in  the  North  of  England. 
He  was  given  unexpected  local  publicity  some  years  ago, 
on  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  on  account  of  the  elaborate 
memorial  which  he  caused  to  be  erected  over  her  grave. 

Raine. — At  Middleton-in-Teesdale,  on  October  28, 
Mr.  Ralph  William  Raine,  J. P.,  chemist  and  druggist, 
aged  sixty-nine.  Mr.  Raine  carried  on  business  at 
Middieton  for  a  long  period.  He  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District  Council  since  its 
formation  in  1894,  and  was  for  thirty-eight  years  a 
member  of  the  Teesdale  Board  of  Guardians;  he  was 
also  interested  in  the  development  of  the  Coldberry  lead 
mine.

Pharmacopoeia  Revision 

appears  to  be  proceeding  on  lines 
that  ought  to  commend  themselves  generally  (C.  iSy  D., 
October  25,  p.  523),  though  there  will  be  some  regret 
that  the  reproach  of  our  national  medicine  book  being 
a  "  wholesaler's  pharmacopoeia  "  is  not  likely  to  be 
removed.  I  am  one  of  those  who  feel  it  should  be 
practicable  for  the  pharmacist  in  business  to  make 
any  official  galenical  preparation  for  his  own  use;  but 
it  is  obviously  out  of  the  question  for  some  of  the 
processes  described  in  your  columns  last  week  to  be 
conducted  economically  on  a  small  scale.  Fortunately, 
there  are  also  many  preparations  which  can  be  made 
in  the  pharmacy  without  serious  disadvantage,  and  I 
should  hope  there  may  be  a  revival  of  interest  in 
work  of  this  kind  when  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  is 
issued,  if  only  for  the  benefit  of  apprentices  and  junior 
assistants.  It  should  be  one  of  the  qualifications 
required  for  a  business  where  an  apprentice  is  to  be 
trained  that  such  official  galenical  preparations  as  can 
be  made  on  the  premises  shall  on  occasions  be  so  made, 
with  the  pupil  taking  part  in  the  operations. 

Mr.  Quant 

has  rightly  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  shop 
too  small  to  have  some  branch  of  real  pharmaceutical 
work  cultivated  therein  (p.  512),  and  I  am  glad  to 
observe  that  he  emphasised  the  importance  of  actual 
practical  pharmacy  in  imparting  the  correct  pharma- 
ceutical atmosphere  to  our  establishments.  If  a  phar- 
macy is  to  justify  its  existence  there  should  certainly 
be,  as  Mr.  Quant  puts  it,  some  scope  and  opportunity 
for  engaging  in  pharmaceutical  work;  and  it  would  be 
an  undoubted  advantage  if  no  pharmacy  were  licensed 
for  the  training  of  apprentices  unless  such  work  is 
being  done  there.  At  present  it  is,  I  believe,  beyond 
the  powers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  impose 
adequate  conditions  upon  those  who  take  apprentices, 
but  the  draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  presents  an 
opportunity  for  acquiring  the  necessary  powers,  and 
I  hope  to  see  advantage  taken  of  the  opportunity. 

Any  Revision 

of  the  Pharmacopoeia  is,  for  the  pharmacist, 
a  matter  of  prime  importance.  It  is,  therefore,  with 
satisfaction  that  we  see  steps  are  being  taken  to  give 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  a  fair  opportunity  to  criti- 
cise the  amended  formulas  which  may  be  recommended 
for  inclusion  in  the  official  book.  I  hope  the  instal- 
ment of  the  Pharmacy  Subcommittee's  report  (p.  523) 
and  its  successors  will  produce  a  good  response  from 
pharmaceutical  experts.  The  history  of  Pharmacopoeia 
revision  shows  how  slowly  the  medical  authorities  have 
recognised  the  ability  of  chemists  and  druggists  to  assist 
in  this  undertaking.  At  last  a  certain  measure  of 
recognition  has  been  conceded,  perhaps  as  much  as  the 
legal  enactments  allow.  In  such  a  case  it  is  eminently 
desirable  that  the  whole  pharmaceutical  body  should 
display  a  lively  attitude  towards  providing  a  pharma- 
copoeia fully  representing  the  high  level  pharmaceutical 
science  has  reached,  in  Great  Britain. 

From  the  Beginning 

of  the  last  century  to  the  present  time 
there  may  be  found  evidence  of  a  gradually  increasing 
tendency  on  the  part  of  the  official  revisors  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  to  call  in  the  assistance  of  the  pharma- 
cist to  do  the  "  donkey  work,"  and  there  is  apparent 
a  steady  reluctance  to  give  due  credit  for  these  labours. 
The  man  who  first  impressed  the  College  of  Physicians 
with  the  need  for  expert  chemical  advice  in  the  com- 
pilation of  their  book  was  Richard  Phillips,  a  chemist 
and  druggist,  who  was  lecturer  on  chemistry  to  the 
London  Hospital.    It  was  in  1811  that  Phillips  delivered 


his  attack  on  the  1809  edition  of  the  London  Pharma- 
copoeia, in  the  form  of  a  volume  of  about  150  pages. 
His  criticisms,  of  a  very  damaging  character,  dealt  with 
between  seventy  and  eighty  preparations.  In  1816  he 
returned  to  the  attack  by  issuing  another  brochure 
charged  with  as  much  pujigency  as  the  former  one,  and 
now  directed  against  the  ' '  editio  altera  ' '  published  in 
1815.  The  effect  of  these  publications  was  the  appre- 
ciation by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  the  need 
of  practical  skill  in  the  production  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. When  the  next  edition  appeared  in  1824 
Phillips  became  the  official  translator  and  commentator; 
and  when  the  College  took  in  hand  the  compilation  of 
a  new  edition — which  saw  the  light  in  1836 — he  was 
requested  to  undertake  the  supervision  of  "  every  medi- 
cine which  had  been  introduced,"  and  in  many  cases 
he  "  repeated  the  processes  which  the  Pharmacopoeia 
already  contained."  ■  . 

The  Foregoing  '  - 

may  be  regarded  as  a  short  but  noteworthy 
chapter  in  Pharmacopoeia'  revision'.  The  succeeding  steps 
in  the  increasing  influence  of  pharmacy  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  Pharmacopoeia  are  the  appointment ,  of,  the 
three  Bloomsbury  Square  professors — Redwood,  Bentley 
and  Attfield;  then  the  appointment  of  Attfield  alone; 
afterwards  the  formation  of  a  Committee  of  Reference 
in  Pharmacy;  and,  lastly,  the  setting  up  of  the  Com- 
mission with  which  you  deal  in  your  leading  article. 
The  late  Mr.  J.  C.  tJmney  made  in  1913  certain  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  desirabilitv  of  a  new  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment being  promoted  for  amending  the  constitution  oi 
the  Pharmacopoeial  authority.  No  one  who  considers 
the  vast  importance  that  medicines^  (whether ;  for  cura- 
tive or  ameliorative  purposes)  have  reached  in  the 
physical  well-being  of  the  people  but  must  be  impressed 
by  the  urgency  of  the  need  for  a  really  competent 
body  of  several  elements  (medical,  chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical) responsible  for  the  control  of  medicines, 
direct  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Saccharum  Ustum  .si-. 

has  long  enjoyed  an  enviable  reputation  for 
utility  in  giving  a  semblance  of  reality  to  innocuous 
liquids  masquerading  as  medicaments;  but  it  brings  a 
thrill  of  real  joy  to  find  that  therapeutic  virtues  are 
now  being  claimed  for  what  may  be  termed  homoeo- 
pathic aqueous  dilutions  of  the  preparation,  under  the 
guise  of  suspensions  of  colloidal  carbon  (p.  511).  It 
may  be,  of  course,  that  the  success  attending  the 
administration  of  water  tinted  with  caramel  is  really 
attributable  to  the  abstention  from  medicine  of  the 
patient,  at  a  time  when  Nature's  self-curing  operations 
are  proceeding  steadily,  though  slowly.  At  such  times 
the  symptoms  appear  to  clamour  for  medicinal ,  treat- 
ment, though  the  causes  of  trouble  may  vanish  more 
speedily  if  Nature  is  left  to  herself  to  effect  the  cure. 
This  is  where  the  wise  doctor  resorts  to  caramel-tinted 
water,  helping  to  maintain  the  patient's  faith  in  himself 
and  in  medicine  while  helping  Nature.  -  - 

London  County 

has  done  well  to  give  a  lead  in  the  direction 
of  providing  that  none  but  registered  pharmacists  shall 
be  appointed  as  dispensers  or  assistant  dispensers  in 
hospitals  or  district  -  dispensaries  under  the  direction  of 
the  public  authorities  (p.  505),  except  in  institutions  so 
small  that  the  medical  officer  can  assume  responsibility 
for  the  dispensing.  One  would  like  to  see  even  the 
exceptional  cases  provided  with  expert  pharmaceutical 
service,  say  by  the  appointment  of  peripatetic  dispensers 
who  could  attend  at  fixed  times;  but  we  ought  to  be 
thankful  that  so  much  has  been  gained,  and  press 
steadily  forward  in  the  campaign  to  secure  the  best 
possible  pharmaceutical  service  for  the  public. 
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Editorial  Articles 

What  the  Draft  Bill  Lacks 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  a  thoughtful 
analysis  oif  the  draft  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  by 
Mr.  John  Humphrey,  who  has  endeavoured  to  make 
clear  to  chemists  and  druggists  how  the  intentions  of 
the  Departmental  Committee  have  been  interpreted 
in  that  measure.  He  has  set  out  in  plain  language 
all  the  more  important  provisions  of  the  draft  Bill 
in  such  a  way  that  every  pharmacist  may  be  in  a 
position  to  decide  whether  or  not  those  provisions 
ought  to  receive  approval,  either  as  they  stand  or 
after  modification.  We  advise  our  readers  to  give 
their  best  attention  to  the  matter,  and  then  form 
their  own  opinions.  But,  as  Mr.  Humphrey  points 
out,  there  are  three  points  of  view  from  which  we 
ought  to  consider  the  proposals  under  review — first, 
what  is  desirable;  secondly,  what  is  objectionable; 
thirdly,  what  is  lacking  from  the  draft  Bill.  What- 
ever agreement  or  disagreement  there  may  be  on  the 
first  and  second  points,  it  seems  safe  to  assume  that 
there  will  be  general  agreement  among  British  phar- 
macists that  certain  matters  of  importance  to  which 
no  reference  is  made  in  the  measure  might  with 
advantage  be  made  the  subject  of  additional  clauses, 
and  that  those  ought,  in  common  fairness,  to  receive 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  at  the  same  time  as 
the  rest  of  the  draift  Bill.  The  most  important 
defects  are  that  no  attempt  is  made  to  define  the 
business  of  a  pharmacist,  apart  from  the  sale,  dis- 
pensing, and  compounding  of  poisons;  and  that  there 
is  no  provision  for  restricting  or  even  regulating  the 
dispensing  by  unqualified  persons  of  medicines  not 
containing  poisons,  or  the  sale  and  supply  of  drugs 
which  are  not  poisons.  Nor  is  any  provision  made 
for  inspecting  private  and  public  dispensaries,  includ- 
ing those  of  doctors  and  hospitals,  or  of  ensuring 
adequate  qualification  on  the  part  of  those  who  com- 
pound and  dispense  medicines,  including  those  con- 
taining poison,  elsewhere  than  in  open  pharmacies 
conducted  by  duly  qualified  persons.  Let  us  deal 
with  these  various  omissions  in  order.  The  business 
of  a  pharmacist  should  surely  have  been  defined  in 
the  draift  Bill,  having  regard  to  the  statement  in  the 
Departmental  Committee's  report  that  the  distinc- 
tion between  poisons  and  pharmacy  is  obvious, 
whether  considered  from  the  point  of  view  of  their 
scope  or  their  subject-matter.  Their  severance  is 
stated  to  present  no  difiiculty,  and  in  that  severance, 
we  are  told,  lies  the  key  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  Committee.  Yet  the  most  that  is  accomplished 
in  the  direction  of  severance  is  to  group  certain 
matters  in  the  draft  Bill  under  the  heading  "  Phar- 
macy," and  others  under  the  heading  of  "  Poisons," 
while  the  two  subjects  are  mingled  almost  inextric- 
ably in  a  third  part  of  the  draft  Bill,  under  the  head- 
ing "  Miscellaneous."    Curiously  enough,  it  is  stated 
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in  another  part  of  the  Committee's  report  ,  that  the 
business  of  a  pharmacist  may  well  be  held  to  include 
things  other  than  those  immediately  connected  with 
poisons;  but  this  is  simply  given  as  a  reason  for 
avoiding  the  point  at  issue  and  as  providing  some 
justification    for    the    most    unhappy  description 
"  authorised  sellers  of  poisons,"  which  is  so  freely 
applied   to  registered   pharmacists   throughout  the 
draft  Bill.    Are  not  seedsmen  and  others  who  retail 
sheep-dip  and  weed-killer  already  authorised  sellers 
of  poison?    Even  in  Part  I  of  the  measure,  which  is 
supposed  to  deal  exclusively  with  the  subject  oif 
pharmacy,  we  find  the  subject  of  the  sale  of  poisons 
is  introduced  by  the  application  of  the  description 
"  authorised  seller  of  poisons  "  to  the  pharmacist — ■ 
as  though  the  sale  of  poisons  were  the  chief  motive 
for  his  recognition.    He  may  only  continue  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  if  the  draft 
Bill  becomes  law  as  it  stands,  so  long  as  his  name 
remains  on  the  Register,  and  the  main  object  of 
being  registered  would  seem  to  be  recognition  as  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons.    Unless  the  pharmacist 
enjoys  such  recognitioji,  his  business  will  be  crippled, 
and  he  may  even  be  reduced  to  the  level  of  a  mere 
unqualified  drug-store  proprietor.    But  why,  it  may 
be  asked,  should  authorisation  as  a  seller  of  poisons 
be  regarded  as  the  pharmacist's  primary  qualifica- 
tion?   There  ought  to  be  a  clear  distinction  between 
the  sale  of  poisc«is  in  the  ordinary  course  oif  retail 
business  and  the  handling  of  poisons  by  pharmacists 
in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medicines.  It 
is  not  impossible  for  a  pharmacist  to  practise  his 
legitimate  business,  even  in  an  open  shop,  without 
ever  selling  poisons  in  the  commonly  accepted  inter- 
pretation of  the  word  ' '  selling  ' ' ;  and  it  hardly  seems 
justifiable  that  he  should  be  hampered  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  professional  duties  by  his  registration  as  a 
pharmacist  being  in  any  way  contingent  upon  his 
recognition  as  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons.  At 
the  very  least,  it  might  have  been  stated  in  the  draft 
Bill  that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  includes,  to  quote 
from  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815,  as  there  applied  to 
the  chemist  and  druggist,  ' '  the  business  of  preparing, 
compounding,  dispensing  and  vending  drugs,  medi- 
cines, and  mediciiiable  compounds.",     Adoption  of 
such  a  definition  by  the  Departmental  Committee 
would  have  shown  that  there  was  an  earnest  desire 
on  the  part  of  that  body  to  distinguish  between 
pharmacy  and  poisons,  and  have  lent  force  to  the 
Committee's  plea  that  "  the  profession  of  pharmacy 
should  hold  out  sufficient  hopes  of  reward  to  ensure 
a  high  standard  of    training  and  efficiency  in  its 
members."    Except  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
someone  who  is  fully  qualified,  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  by  unqualified  persons  is  obviously  not  in 
the  public  interest,  whether  the  medicines  dispensed 
contain  poisons  or  not.    The  principle  involved  is 
that  of  accuracy,  and  that  is  equally  important  what- 
ever the  ingredients  of  the  medicine  may  be.  If 
medicines  for  insured  persons  may  only  be  dispensed 
by  or  under  the  supervision  of  duly  qualified  persons, 
the  rest  of  the  population  are  surely    entitled  to 
similar  protection,  and  a  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  ought 
t6  deal  with  the  point.    The  same  applies  to  the  sale 
and  supply  of  drugs  which  are  not  poisons,  and  there 
ought  to  be  provision  in  the  draft  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Bill  for  restricting  to  registered  pharmacists 
the  supply  cif  potent  drugs  which  are  not  necessarily 


to  be  regarded  as  poisons.  As  the  Bill  stands  it  will 
presumably  be  possible  for  -the  Home  Secretary  to 
include  any  potent  drug  in  the.  official  Poisons  List, 
but  such  action  would  hardly  appear  to  be  justified 
in  the  case  of  some  drugs  which,  while  their  dis- 
tribution ought  to  be  restricted,  are  not  correctly 
described  as  poisons.  Finally,  -if  inspection  is  neces- 
sary in  the  case  of  the  pharmacist's  premises,  much 
more  would  it  appear  to  be  necessary  in  the  case  of 
doctors'  surgeries  and  of  many  small  dispensaries. 
Lack  of  proper  qualification  in  the  dispensers  in  such 
places  is  a  crying  evil,  and  there  is  not  the  safe- 
guard of  supervision  by  competent  persons  as  in  the 
case  of  the  chemist's  shop.  Larger  hospitals  and 
institutions  would  probably  welcome  inspection,  but 
all  medicines  ought  to  be  compounded  and  dis- 
pensed with  the  same  scrupulous  accuracy,  and  the 
pharmacist  should  not  be  the  subject  of  unfair  dis- 
crimination in  the  matter  of  inspection. 

Sudan  Gum  Acacia  Situation 

During  the  past  few  weeks  information  of  a  more  re- 
liable character  has  come  into  the  possession  of  those 
interested  in  the  position  of  the  Sudan  gum  acacia 
market.  In  the  early  months  of  this  year  many  re- 
ports arrived  from  the  Sudan  which  were  very  con- 
flicting, with  the  result  that  violent  fluctuations  in 
values  were  reported  almost  daily  between  January 
and  March.  At  one  period,  early  in  January,  up  to 
g2s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  was  paid  for  Ivordofati 
cleaned  sorjs,  against  49s.,  c.i.f.,  a  fortnight 
earlier;  thus,  within  the  space  of  two  weeks 
acacia  rose  43s.  6d.  per  cwt.  This  clearly  illustrates 
the  "  wild  "  aspect  of  the  market  during  this  period, 
and,  unfortunately,  many  j  urchases  were  made  at 
between  75s.  and  92s.  6d.  per  cwt.;  as  the  market  to- 
day stands  at  49s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  these  purchasers 
must  be  very  disappointed,  especially  as  this  dear 
gum  is  now  passing  into  consumption.  We  have  con- 
sistently maintained  that  the  market  was  in  a  false 
position,  and  deliberately  "  rigged  "  by  certain 
operators  in  the  Sudan,  who  hoped  that  by  the  spread- 
ing of  false  reports  as  to  the  crop,  buyers  in  all  parts 
of  the  world  would  be  eager  to  cover  requirements  at 
almost  any  price  on  account  of  the  crop  failure  of  the 
previous  year.  To  prove  our  contention  that  the  esti- 
mates given  by  these  operators  were  inaccurate,  we 
give  below  some  interesting  figures  showing  the  ex- 
ports of  acacia  from  the  Sudan  during  the  months 
of  January  to  August  this  5-ear  in  comparison  with 
those  of  1929: —

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Thus  it  will  be  observed  that  on  balance  there  is 
actually  an  increase  of  6oo  tons  exported  over  the 
period  under  review,  as  against  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  Furthermore,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note 
the  arrivals  in  the  Sudan  markets  up  to  the  end  of 
August,  compared  with  previous  seasons,  viz.: —

Briefly,  the  actual  increase  of  production  against 
that  of  last  season  amounts  to  2,915  tons,  which,  after 
taking  into  consideration  the  increase  in  exports  of 
Goo  tons,  shows  on  balance  that  the  stocks  in  the 
Sudan  amount  to  approximately  2,315  tons.  In  the 
figures  given  by  us  in  our  issue  of  July  19  (p.  79),  we 
stated  that  a  conservative  estimate  was  between  1,500 
tons  and  1,750  tons,  whilst  the  stocks  resulting  from  a 
further  six  weeks'  production,  viz.,  to  the  end  of  August, 
would  fully  make  up  the  above  total  of  2,315  tons. 
There  seems  to  be  no  reason  to  doubt  that  during 
the  months  when  production  was  great,  large  quan- 
tities of  gum  were  stored  by  the  natives  in  the  hope  of 
selling  it  towards  the  end  of  the  season  at  very  high 
prices.  At  present  the  market  position  is  somewhat 
obscure,  and  no  definite  lead  can  be  given  until  some 
reliable  information  is  forthcoming  in  regard  to  the 
new  crop. 

An  Important  Decision 

The  decision  on  the  part  of  the  London  County  Council, 
announced  in  our  issue  of  October  25  (p.  505),  to 
give  due  recognition  to  the  value  of  a  qualification  in 
pharmacy,  is  a  forward  step  that  may  be  regarded 
as  a  direct  consequence  of  incessant  and  spirited  efforts 
on  the  part  of  pharmaceutical  organisations,  including 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  many  local  branches  and 
associations,  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  and 
interests  such  as  those  represented  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher 
— efforts  which  both  preceded  and  followed  the  corre- 
lation of  the  public  health  services  of  the  whole 
London  area  under  centralised  control  early  this  year, 
when  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1929  became  effec- 
tive. It  is  a  significant  fact  that  of  some  sixty- 
eight  institutions  transferred  to  the  L.C.C.,  and  formerly 
under  London  boards  of  guardians,  in  sixty-three  a 
pharmacist  was  in  charge  of  the  dispensing;  this  seems 
to  indicate  that  even  local  guardians  realised  the  import- 
ance, in  the  public  interest,  of  an  efficient  pharma- 
ceutical service;  and  the  cachet  now  set  upon  this 
principle  by  the  greatest  employing  authority  in  the 
country  is  really  a  milestone  in  pharmacy.  Nor  are 
the  probable  repercussions  of  this  forward  step,  in  its 
bearing  on  other  authorities,  difficult  to  foreshadow. 
The  Committee  set  up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
report  on  the  recruitment,  status  and  promotion  of  all 
grades  of  public  assistance  officers  has  already  com- 
menced its  labours,  and  we  are  informed  that  this 
Committee  has  consented  to  hear  evidence  on  behalf 
of  pharmacists.  However  strong  a  claim  may  be  pre- 
sented to  this  Committee  for  employing  only  pharma- 
cists to  carry  out  pharmacists'  responsibilities,  the  case 
will  be  definitely  strengthened  by  the  previous  recog- 
nition on  the  part  of  so  important  a  public  body  as 
the  L.C.C.  It  is  always  better  to  have  been  accepted 
than  merely  to  seem  worthy  of  acceptance.  We  appre- 
ciate that,  so  far,  the  position  in  the  voluntary  hospitals 
is  not  directly  affected  by  this  decision;  even  here, 
however,  the  indirect  effect  will  be  considerable. 
Another  point  to  remember  is  that  there  is  a  possibility 
of  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill  being  before  Parliament,  and, 
there  again,  these  concessions  won  by  sheer  merit  will 
help  to  persuade  the  Legislature  to  extend  to  institu- 
tional pharmacy  at  least  the  degree  of  protection  which 
for  sixty  years  it  has  lacked  in  comparison  with  retail 
practice.

By  Critique

It  is  surprising  what  a  large  amount  of  the  turnover 
is  accounted  for  by  proprietary  medicines;  but  you  will 
see  that  out  of  total  purchases  of  /i,425  for  patents 
£^i.\<^  represents  direct  purchases,  which,  with  one  excep- 
tion, show  well  over  20  per  cent,  profit;  taking  the 
whole  amount  I  estimate  an  average  of  25  per  cent, 
profit  on  sales.  Comparing  the  two  years  I  find  that 
in  the  patent  group  a  big  decrease  is  noticeable  in 
foods.  This  proves  conclusively  the  harm  the  clinics 
have  done  to  retailers.  Drugs,  I  am  pleased  to  notice, 
show  an  increase.  N.H.I,  was  certainly  up,  and  we 
sold  more  of  our  own  lines  which  we  make  up  on  the 
premises.  I  made  up  my  mind  in  1922  to 
stimulate  the  sales  of  sundries,  and  have  given  more 
window  displays.  This  is  a  satisfactory  feature,  and 
shows  that  if  one  thinks  sales  ought  to  be  more  it  is 
possible  to  increase  by  giving  more  attention.  Packed 
goods  are  disappointing,  and  I  cannot  quite  understand 
it,  because  I  seem  to  be  selling  as  many.  Naturally,  I 
am  now  going  to  give  these  more  shows. 

Toilet  goods,  although  only  showing  a  slight  increase 
in  the  analysis,  really  come  out  better  than  shown, 
because  one  line  purchased  direct  is  down  by  To- 
day a  bigger  variety  of  toilet  goods  is  being  sold,  and 
it  is  not  possible  to  buy  all  direct.  Hence  I  am  sure 
that  toilet  goods  are  up,  and  if  dissected  would  show 
a  still  further  decrease  in  patents  bought  from  whole- 
salers. Photographic  increase  is  entirely  in  develop- 
ing and  printing  work.  Purchases  from  two  lead- 
ing houses  are  down,  but  D.  and  P.  more  than  makes 
up.  In  1922  we  did  our  own  developing  and  printing, 
which  meant  bigger  purchases  of  papers  from  photo- 
graphic manufacturers.  Although  not  very  pleased  with 
the  general  decrease,  I  am  quite  of  the  opinion  that 
most  of  it  is  accounted  for  by  the  sale  of  small  sizes 
in  patent  medicines,  and  perhaps  through  less  adver- 
tising being  done  by  the  manufacturers.

A  number  of  former  students  of  the  Bath^  College  of 
Pharmacy  were  also  present,  and  the  function  proved 
highly  successful. 
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Pharmacopoeia  Revision 

Comments  on  the  Report  of  the  Pharmacy  Subcommittee 

We  have  received  several  important  comments  on  the  Report  of  the  Pharmacy  Subcom- 
mittee of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  in  response  to  our  request.    A  first  instalment 

of  these  is  now  published.

The  impression  gained  from  a  preliminary  perusal  of 
the  report  is  that  the  recommendations  are  thoroughly 
sound.  There  is  nothing  spectacular,  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  U.S. P.  X  has  nowhere  been  allowed  to 
overshadow  the  specific  needs  of  this  country.  It  is 
not  possible  to  comment  upon  some  of  the  prepara- 
tions until  the  complementary  report  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry  Subcommittee  appears;  but  if  this 
proves  to  be  as  rational  as  the  first  report  of  the 
Pharmacy  Subcommittee  pharmacists  will  have  few 
complaints.  There  is  evidence  everywhere  that  the 
Subcommittee  appreciates  that  the  average  general 
practitioner  does  not  pay  the  attention  that  he  should 
to  pharmacopoeial  changes,  and  if  the  recommendations 
be  adopted  there  will  be  very  few  of  the  complications 
in  dispensing  with  which  the  pharmacist  was  beset 
when  the  1914  edition  came  into  force. 

AciDUM  C-^RBOLICUM  LiQUEFACTUM. — The  formula  is 
altered  so  as  to  provide  a  round  figure  percentage, 
also  a  I  in  2  ratio  between  the  solid  substance  and  the 
fluid  preparation.  If  the  new  formula  gives  a  product 
that  does  not  crystallise  in  cold  weather  pharmacists 
will  welcome  it  gladly. 

Alcohol  (95  per  cent.). — I  am  not  clear  as  to  the 
necessity  for  this.  Its  inclu.sion  is  presumably  due 
to  the  fact  that  "  absolute  alcohol  "  is  too  variable 
for  use  as  a  starting  point  for  other  "  alcohols."  The 
report  frequently  includes  reasons  upon  which  sug- 
gestions are  based.  It  in  succeeding  reports  this  were 
done  more  frequently,  it  would  be  very  helpful,  and 
do  much  to  offset  criticism  which  might  be  ill-informed. 

Re  PERCOLATION. — A  clumsy  and  unsatisfactory  pro- 
cess in  its  present  form,  and  no  one  would  be  sorry 
to  see  it  go. 

Industrial  Spirit  for  Solid  Extracts. — Presum- 
ably experiments  have  shown  this  to  be  quite  satisfac- 
tory. If  its  adoption  be  permitted,  it  should  prove 
a  great  boon  to  manufacturers. 

Extractum  Cascar^  Sagrad^  Liquidum. — It  is 
customary  to  allow  at  least  forty-eight  hours  to  elapse 
before  fdtration,  even  a  longer  period  if  circumstances 
permit,  and  this  should  be  recognised. 

Extractum  Cascar^  Sagrad^  Siccum, — I  am  not 
clear  as  to  the  reason  for  granulating  the  product. 
In  any  case,  the  directions  as  to  the  method  of  granu- 
lation might  well  be  more  specific. 

Extractum  Cinchon/E. — leather  a  sweeping  change 
here,  but  the  method  was  very  carefully  worked  out 
in  Mr.  Todd's  original  paper.  The  preparation  should 
be  a  distinct  improvement,  and  a  standardised  source 
for  both  the  tinctures  would  be  a  great  convenience. 

Extractum  Filicis  Liquidum. — It  is  common  for 
samples  of  24-  and  25-per-cent.  "  filicin  "  content  to 
be  quoted  on  market. 

Extractum  Glycvrrhizte  Liquidum  and  Extractum 
Glycyrrhiz^e. — Few  people  will  take  exception  to  the 
change  here.  Percolation  gives  a  better  yield,  and 
the  root  is  very  liable  to  fermentation  during  the  pre- 
sent process. 

Extractum  Malti  and  Extractum  Malti  cum  Oleo 
Morrhu^'e. — The  inclusion  of  these  was  to  be  antici- 
pated and  is  very  desirable,  but  further  comment 
would  be  useless  until  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry 
Subcommittee  reports  upon  the  specific  gravity  and 
Lintner  values.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  to  what 
extent  the  suggested  tests  will  agree  with  the  standards 
prescribed  under  the  National  Mark  Scheme. 

The  Glycerins. — The  suggestion  that  the  quantities 
in  these  formulas  should  be  expressed  by  weight  is 
typical  of  the  practical  nature  of  the  report. 


The  Concentrated  Infusions  and  Concentrated 
Waters. — The  inclusion  of  these  would  be  heartily  wel- 
comed. Their  use  has  become  such  common  practice 
that  for  the  Pharmacopoeia  to  refuse  recognition  in  the 
next  edition  would  reflect  undesirably  upon  the  extent 
to  which  the  compilers  of  the  official  volume  are  in 
touch  with  the  work  of  those  whp  are  presumed  to 
regard  it  as  a  standard.  It  would  be  useless  to  include 
formulas  for  concentrated  infusions  without  the  per- 
mission to  use  either  "  recens  "  or  "  concentratum  " 
(suitably  diluted)  when  "  recens  "  is  not  specifically 
ordered.  With  regard  to  the  "solution"  process  for 
the  waters,  why  is  calcium  phosphate  retained  as  a 
distributing  medium  ?  Its  use  has  for  long  been  dis- 
credited, and  the  alternatives  suggested  provide  a  suf- 
ficient variety. 

Lozenges. — The  inclusion  of  only  one  general  basis 
would  simplify  matters.  The  tolu  basis  has  the  best 
flavour,  and  the  others  are  unnecessary. 

The  Mucilages. — The  use  of  chloroform  water  in  pre- 
paring these  is  common  practice  and  should  be  recog- 
nised.   This  suggestion  is  practical  and  helpful. 

The  Ointments. — The  lard  bases  are  the  cause  of 
much  trouble,  and  the  inclusion  of  the  new  unguentum 
simplex  would  be  of  great  benefit,  as  explained  by 
Mr.  Skinner  in  his  recent  paper  on  "  Ointment  Bases  " 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Anyone  who  has  tried  to  apply  boric  acid  ointment 
in  cold  weather  will  agree  that  the  present  unguentum 
parafiini  has  too  high  a  melting  temperature,  and  the 
suggested  new  formula  for  paraffin  ointment  should  be 
an  improvement. 

(By  the  way,  why  use  the  term  "  basis  "  in  connec- 
tion with  lozenges,  and  "  base  "  in  connection  with 
ointments?  Presumably  the  Pharmacy  Subcommittee 
are  making  sure  that  the  Eclitorial  Subcommittee  will 
find  something  to  do!) 

Pilula  Hydrargyri. — We  shall  be  pleased  to  part 
with  confection  of  roses  for  good.  Its  retention  in  this 
one  pill  mass  has  been  a  nuisance.  One  had  confi- 
dently hoped  that  the  anomaly  of  using  the  title 
' '  pilula  "  for  something  which  is  not  a  pill  would 
cease  to  exist.  What  is  wrong  with  "  massa  pro  pilula 
hydrargyri,"  and  for  some  of  the  present  formulas 
■  •  pulvis  pro  pilula  .  .  .  "  ?  leaving  out  the  syrup  of 
glucose,  but  adding  a  note  as  to  the  employment  of 
this. 

Pulvis  Rhei  Compositus. — The  use  of  magnesium 
carbonate  in  place  of  magnesia  is  a  reform  long  over- 
due. The  inclusion  of  the  heavy  carbonate  instead  pf 
wholly  substituting  the  light  carbonate  is  a  welcome 
suggestion,  since  it  would  facihtate  the  dispensing  of 
the  powder  in  cachets,  etc. 

Liquor  Ammonii  Acet.\tis  Concentratus. — The 
large'  dose  of  the  ordinary  solution  of  ammonium 
acetate  so  frequently  prescribed  made  its  storage  a 
problem  for  the  pharmacist,  and  it  has  long  been  the 
practice  to  use  an  equivalent  quantity  of  i  to  7 
solution.  The  recognition  of  this  by  the  Committee 
is  another  instance  of  the  "  brass  tacks  "  nature  of 
the  report.  In  connection  with  the  awkward  "  neutral- 
isation "  problem,  the  Subcommittee  have  had  the 
temerity  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  other  indi- 
cators are  now  known  than  litmus,  methyl  orange  and 
phenolphthalein 

Liquor  Calcis. — It  has  always  appeared  anomalous 
that  the  calcium  hydroxide  should  require  a  prelinii- 
nary  washing  in  making  "  lime  water,"  but  not  m 
making  the  saccharated  solution,  which  is  twenty  times 
as  strong.    It  is  suggested  that  this  waste  of  time  and 
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lime  should  cease.  The  report  commends  itself  to  the 
practising  pharmacist  at  every  step. 

LiQUOREs  loDi. — The  present  tinctures  are  to  be 
renamed  "  solutions  "  to  conform  with  the  Interna- 
tional Agreement,  but  the  retention  of  tlie  present 
official  titles  as  synonyms  will  avoid  complications.  A 
solution  of  iodme  in  alcohol  (95  per  cent.?)  without 
potassium  iodide  is  proposed  under  the  title  of  liquor 
iodi  simplex.  Th'n  comes  a  little  late  in  the  day. 
Enthusiasm  among  the  medical  profession  for  iodideless 
iodine  waxes  and  wanes  so  rapidly  that  one  is  a  little 
uncertain  as  to  whether  the  new  solution  will  be 
required  by  the  time  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  is  pub- 
lished. 

Syrupus  Ferri  Iodidi. — The  inclusion  of  a  formula 
that  will  enable  the  pharmacist  to  stock  a  solution 
containing  hypophosphorous  acid,  one  part  by  volume 
of  which  may  be  added  to  seven  parts  by  volume  of 
simple  syrup  to  form  syrup  of  ferrous  iodide,  is  a  long- 
awaited  reform. 

Syrupus  Ferri  Phosphatis  Compositus. — It  is 
essential  that  there  should  be  a  formula  for  the  popu- 
lar "  Parrish's."  It  is  recommended  that  the  synonym 
"  Parrish's  syrup  "  be  adopted.  What  will  be  the 
situation  when  the  customer  returns  the  bottle  with 
the  remark  that  "  You  have  given  me  the  '  syrup,' 
and  I  asked  for  the  '  food  '  "  ?  One  can  foresee  some 
careful  label  writing. 

Syrupus  Limonis. — The  suggestion  that  lemon  juice 
should  be  replaced  by  citric  acid  is  a  good  one. 

Syrupus  Sennit,. — The  present  process,  introduced, 
I  believe,  by  the  late  Dr.  Symes  as  long  ago  as  1888, 
has  had  a  good  innings,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  learn  that 
a  process  involving  dilution  of  the  new  liquid  extract 
of  senna  pods  is  being  investigated.  It  will  be 
observed  that  all  the  senna  liquid  preparations  are 
to  be  prepared  from  the  pods  instead  of  from  the 
leaves. 

TiNCTURA  IPECACUANH.E. — A  formula  is  given  for  this 
because  there  are  to  be  no  "  wines."  In  the  foot- 
note to  be  appended  to  the  new  tincture  it  would  be 
advisable  to  use  the  word  "  supplied  "  rather  than 
the  word  "  dispensed."  Ipecacuanha  wine  is  sold  over 
the  counter  far  more  frequently  than  it  is  dispensed, 
and  the  way  of  the  pharmacist  should  be  made  quite 
clear  in  such  an  important  matter. 

TiNCTURA  ZiNGiBERis  FoRTis. — The  reintroduction 
of  this  with  the  synonym  "  essence  of  ginger  "  is  very 
desirable. 

Miscellaneous. — The  inclusion  of  kaolin  poultice, 
"  Unna's  paste,"  and  a  dermatological  zinc  paste  are 
well-recognised  necessities .

When  Dr.  Hampshire  became  secretary  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Commission,  and  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  chair- 
man of  the  eminently  strong  Pharmacy  Subcommittee, 
we  expected  supremely  good  work,  forthright  and 
sound.  In  such  a  progressive  combination  of  the 
sciences  as  pharmacy  there  will  always  be  more  than 
one  opinion  on  every  point  and  paragraph  considered. 
In  general  terms,  the  report  shows  that  the  new  British 
Pharmacopoeia  will  be  a  work  that  the  medical  pro- 
fession and  pharmacists  will  be  proud  of.  Processes 
are  brought  into  line  with  modern  ideas  and  improved 
apparatus.  References  to  industrial  alcohol  show  that 
it  is  still  subject  to  the  "  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise."  The  Board  has  too  long  been 
conservative,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  no  longer 
delay  scientific  progress  by  too  many  irksome  restric- 
tions, when  the  safety  it  seeks  is  in  the  hands  of 
competent  men. 

In  a  cursory  survey  one  can  only  note  the  more 
important  items.  The  process  of  repercolation  is 
deleted.  It  was  invented  to  save  alcohol  and  with 
the  object  of  getting  a  finer  product.  Experience  has 
proved  it  unnecessarily  troublesome.  Extract  of 
ALOES  is  directed  to  be  evaporated  under  reduced  pres- 
sure, a  method  of  evaporating  with  reduced  tempera- 
tures that  could  no  longer  be  kept  out  of  an  official 
book.  Malt  extract,  the  finest  example  of  the  pro- 
cess, with  Malt  and  cod-liver  oil,  will  now  be 
official.  The  percentage  of  cod-liver  oil,  10  per  cent, 
w/w,  makes  a  reasonably  palatable  preparation.  Con- 


fection OF  senna  will  be  slightly  improved  in  con- 
sistency, but  the  presence  of  a  small  quantity  of 
glycerin  would  have  improved  it  still  more.  Ethyl 
ALCOHOL  95  per  cent,  v/v  strength  does  not  appear 
to  be  necessary.  It  is  used  in  the  new  Liquor  iodi 
SIMPLEX,  and  except  for  that  I  do  not  notice  it  is 
used,  and  it  will  be  no  easier  to  dilute  than  the  old 
90  per  cent.  Rectified  spirit  still  remains  the  synonym 
for  the  90-per-cent.  strength. 

In  extracts  and  liquid  extracts  there  is  a  marked 
improvement.  The  limits  of  alkaloidal  value,  less  or 
more,  will  be  welcomed — with  Extractum  cinchona 
LiguiDUM  +  0.25,  with  Extractum  hyoscyami 
+0.005.  Definite  standardised  Colchicum  extracts, 
and  the  introduction  of  a  standardised  Soft  extract 
OF  cinchona  from  which  other  preparations  can  be 
made,  will  be  appreciated.  This  latter  example  should 
be  followed  whenever  possible.  Liquid  extract  of 
hyoscyamus,  to  be  diluted  to  prepare  the  tincture, 
has  already  been  used  for  years,  and  I  am  glad  to  see 
it  in  the  B.P.  Liquid  extract  of  senega  is  needed. 
Liquid  extract  of  senna  pods  is  a  useful  addition, 
and  a  very  necessary  one.  It  is  noted  with  satisfaction 
that  senna  pods  will  be  used  for  infusion,  and  probably 
syrup  of  senna,  and  that  the  liquid  extract  will  be  the 
basis  for  dilution.  Glycerin  of  phenol  is  still  too 
strong.    It  would  be  improved  if  one-half  the  strength. 

There  appears  to  be  no  reason  to  justify  reducing 
the  alkaloidal  strength  of  Tincture  of  belladonna 
from  0.035  to  0.03.  It  will  be  a  shock  to  our  age- 
long custom  to  describe  vinum  ipecacuanha  as  a  tinc- 
ture, but  the  new  method  of  preparation  will  be  wel- 
comed. This  formula  has  been  used  in  at  least  one 
hospital  during  the  last  thirty  years.  Tincture  of 
iodine  is  now  to  be  Liquor  iodi  mitis — weak  iodine 
solution — but,  fortunately,  with  the  synonym  "  tinc- 
ture." Liquor  iodi  simplex — the  "  French  "  tinc- 
ture, now  used  so  much  in  progressive  doses,  was 
needed  to  prevent  confusion.  I  hope  the  Committee 
will  add  an  oculentum  acidi  boricr.  Liquor  ammon. 
acet.  conc.  is  a  welcome  addition.  The  inclusion  of 
Parrish's  syrup  in  the  B.P.  is  long  overdue,  and  the 
formula  suggested  appears  to  be  a  sound  one.  This 
syrup  has  always  had  the  defect  of  being  too  acid. 
The  suggested  formula  is  the  B.P.C.  formula  with  28 
instead  of  75  mils  of  concentrated  phosphoric  acid, 
and  8.9  instead  of  13.6  grams  of  calcium  carbonate, 
and  the  omission  of  the  orange-flower  water. 

Amongst  the  most  useful  additions  not  mentioned 
above  are  the  Concentrated  waters  of  dill,  cinna- 
mon and  peppermint,  kaolin  poultice,  magnesium 
hydroxide  mixture,  and  the  Concentrated  infusions. 
The  official  concentrated  infusions  will  standardise  and 
give  ofificial  sanction  to  an  almost  universal  practice, 
pleasing  both  East  and  West.  The  note  that  unless 
"  recens  "  is  added  to  a  prescription  the  diluted  con- 
centrated or  the  fresh  infusions  may  be  used  will 
avoid  future  difficulties  in  dispensing.  Cataplasm  a 
kaoi.ini  and  Mistura  magnesii  hydroxidi  formulas, 
being  transplantations  from  the  B.P.C,  are  now  in 
great  demand,  and  will  be  welcomed  by  everybody  as 
sound  preparations. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  confusion  existing  with 
dextrose  and  glucose  in  their  manifold  pharmaceutical 
uses  will  be  straightened  out  by  suitable  references. 
It  would  perhaps  be  too  bold  a  step  to  add  copper 
or  manganese  to  all  iron  preparations,  although  there 
is  considerable  evidence  that  without  these  elements 
iron  is  not  absorbed.  In  conclusion,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1923  edition, 
has  borne  fruit,  and  pharmacists  should  be  proud  that 
their  own  production  has  been  of  valuable  assistance 
in  the  production  of  the  Imperial  British  Pharmacopoeia. 


Swiss  Pharmaceutical  Products. — The  exports  of 
pharmaceutical  products  from  Switzerland  during  the  six 
months  ended  June  1930  were  valued  at  ;^i,oi6,36o, 
against  ;£i,025,520  in  the  corresponding  half  of  1929. 

New  Zealand  ambergris. — During  1929  several  lumps 
of  ambergris  were  found  on  the  New  Zealand  shores, 
the  total  weight  being  7,593  oz.,  and  the  declared  value 
£j,zoo\  it  was  practically  all  sent  direct  to  London  for 
sale.

OxYMEL  SCILL^ 

The  International  Agreement  requires  a  preparation 
containing  50  per  cent,  of  vinegar  of  squill,  but  a 
preparation  made  in  this  way  contains  a  smaller  pro- 
portion of  honey  than  the  oxymel  of  squill  of  the  pre- 
sent Pharmacopoeia.  The  product  made  according  to 
the  following  formula  satisfies  the  requirements  of  the 
International  Agreement- with  regard  to  the  proportion 
of  squill  and  acetic  acid  and  contains  approximately 
the  same  proportion  of  honey  as  Oxymel  Scilte  B.P. 
1914.

A  spread  belladonna  plaster  of  the  same  alkaloidal 
strength,  made  with  a  suitable  rubber  basis,  should 
be  dispensed  when  a  belladonna  plaster  with  rubber 
basis  is  prescribed.  .  ...

Melt  the  beeswax  and  the  wool  fat  together  on  a 
sand-bath.  Dissolve  the  cantharidin  in  the  acetone  hy 
the  aid  of  heat,  add  the  castor  oil,  heat  gently  until  all 
the  acetone  has  evaporated.  Add  the  solution  to  the 
other  ingredients;  strain;  stir  until  cold.

PODOPHYLLl  ReSINA 

Both  the  resin  from  Podophyllum  peltatiim  and  the 
resin  from  P.  Emodi  should  be  ofiicial  under  this  title, 
and  the  monograph  should  contain  standards  for  each. 
The  following  description  is  recommended. 

Podophyllum  Resin  is  a  mixture  of  resins  obtained 
from  the  rhizome  of  Podophyllum  peltatum  or  from  the 
rhizome  of  Podophyllum  Emodi. 
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The  resin  of  Podophyllum  peltatum  yields  not  less  than 
70  per  cent,  of  solids  soluble  in  ether  and  not  more  than 
II  per  cent,  of  solids  insoluble  in  solution  of  ammonia. 

The  resin  of  Podophyllum  Emodi  yields  not  less  than 
50  per  cent,  of  solids  soluble  in  ether  and  not  more  than 
50  per  cent,  of  solids  insoluble  in  solution  of  ammonia. 

Exhaust  the  rhizome,  in  No.  40  powder,  with  alcohol 
(90  per  cent.)  by  percolation^  recover  the  greater  part 
of  the  alcohol  by  distillation;  pour  the  resulting  liquid 
into  eight  times  its  volume  of  a  5  per  cent,  w/v  solu- 
tion of  sodium  chloride  in  distilled  water,  stirring  con- 
stantly; after  twenty-four  hours  collect  the  deposited 
resin;  wash  with  distilled  water  and  dry  at  a  tempera- 
ture not  exceeding  40°. 

The  use  of  industrial  methylated  spirit  should  be  per- 
mitted. 

ScAMMONi^  Resina 
The  following  revision  is  recommended :  — 

Scammony  Resin  is  a  mixture  of  resins  obtained  from 
scammony  root  or  from  ipomcea  root.  It  yields  not 
less  than  80  per  cent,  of  ether-soluble  solids. 

Exhaust  scammony  or  ipomcea  root,  in  coarse  powder, 
with  alcohol  (90  per  cent.).  Recover  the  greater  part 
of  the  alcohol  by  distillation;  pour  the  resulting  liquid 
into  eight  times  its  volume  of  a  5  per  cent,  w/v  solu- 
tion of  sodium  chloride  in  distilled  water,  stirring  con- 
stantly; afte_r  twenty-four  hours  .collect  the  deposited 
resin;  wash  with  distilled  water  and  dry  at  a  temperature 
not  exceeding  40°. 

The  use  of  industrial  methylated  spirit  should  be  per- 
mitted. 

Solutions 

Liquor  Ammgnh  Acetatis' 

The  Subcommittee  recommend  the  introduction  of  a 
concentrated  prep.iration  from  which  a  solution  of  the 
present  strength  may  be  prepared  by  dilution  with  water 
to  eight  times  its  volume.

Strong  solution  of  ammonium  acetate  contains  in  100 
miUilitres  57.5  grm.  +  i  of  CH3.COONH,.

Mix  the  glacial  acetic  acid  with  350  millilitres  of  dis-

with  one  drop  of  solution  of  thymol  blue;  add  sufficient 
distilled  water  to  produce  the  required  volume.

— The  quantity  of 
water  used  for  dissolving  the  iodides  should  be  reduced 
from  250  to  150  millilitres. 

Liquor  Calcis 

This  should  be  renamed  Liquor  Calcii  Hydroxidi. 
The  direction  to  wash  the  calcium  hydroxide  until  free 
from  chlorides  is  unnecessary. 

Solution  of  Calcium  Hydroxide  is  an  aqueous  solution 
containing  in  100  millilitres  at  least  0.15  gramme  of 
calcium  hydroxide,  Ca(OH)2. 

Calcium  hydroxide    10  grm. 

Distilled  water    1000  millilitres 


Shake  together  thoroughly  and  repeatedh-;  set  aside 
until  clear.  The  clear  solution  may  be  drawn  off  with 
a  siphon  as  required  for  use. 

Liquor  Ferri  Perchloridi 
The  Subcommittee  have  been  advised  that  the  deletion 
of  Liquor  Ferri  Perchloridi  Fortis  is  proposed.  They 
suggest  that  Liquor  Ferri  Perchloridi  should  be  described 
in  the  following  general  terms :  — 

Solution  of  Ferric  Chloride  is  an  aqueous  solution 
containing  the  equivalent  of  5  per  cent.  +  o.i  w/v  of 
iron,  Fe.  It  may  be  obtained  by  oxidation  of  ferrous 
chloride  prepared  by  the  interaction  of  diluted  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  iron.'' 

Liquor  lodi  Fortis,  Liquor  lodi  Miiis.  Liquor  lodi 
Simplex. — The  International  Agreement  requires  that  the 
name  "  Tincture  "  shall  not  be  given  to  simple  solu- 
tions of  chemical  substances.  The  two  tinctures  of 
iodine,  official  in  the  B.P.  1914,  should  be  renamed  and 
classed  as  solutions,  continuity  with  the  present  Phar- 
macopoeia being  maintained  by  using  the  present  names 
as  synonyms.  A  new  preparation  corresponding  to  the, 
so-called,  "  French  Tincture  of  Iodine  "  is  required. 
This  should  be  a  10  per  cent,  w/v  solution  of  iodine  in 
alcohol  (95  per  cent.)  and  might  be  named:  —

The  formula  should  be  slightly  modified  so  that  a 
definite  volume  of  the  product  is  obtained.  The  pre- 
liminary distillation  of  the  oils  with  the  alcohol  should 
be  retained  and  the  quantity  of  oil  of  nutmeg  slightly 
reduced.

Place  the  oil  of  lemon,  oil  of  nutmeg,  and  alcohol  (90 
per  cent.)  with  375  millilitres  of  distilled  water  in  a 
retort;  distil  875  millilitres;  then  distil  and  separately 
collect  an  additional  55  millilitres.  Place  the  latter, 
together  with  the  ammonium  carbonate  and  the  strong 
solution  of  ammonia,  in  a  bottle  holding  rather  more 
than  120  millilitres;  securely  close  the  bottle  and  gently 
warm  it  in  a  water-bath  at  60°,  shaking  from  time  to 
time  until  all  the  salt  has  dissolved.  Filter  the  result- 
ing solution  when  cold  through  cotton  wool,  and  gradu- 
ally mix  the  filtrate  with  the  portion  first  distilled.  Add 
sufficient  distilled  water  to  produce  the  required  volume. 

Spiritus  Menthcs  Piperitce. — "  Essence  of  Pepper- 
mint "  should  be  made  a  synonym.  No  alteration  in 
the  formula  is  suggested. 

Spiritus  Rectificatus. — This  name  should  be  retained 
only  as  a  synonym  for  alcohol  (90  per  cent.).  (See 
Alcohol,  p.  523.)

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The  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 

Abstract  of  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  E.  Fullerton  Cook,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Revision, 
U.S.  Pharmacopceial  Convention,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical 

Association,  1930 


A REVIEW  of  the  pharmacopceial  century  makes 
the  last  Convention  [in  Washington]  particu- 
larly tragic.  The  medical  profession  started 
the  Pharmacopoeia  over  a  hundred  years  ago.  Con- 
stantly, during  the  pre-convention  period,  the  ideals  of 
that  small  group  of  early  physicians  were  quoted  as 
classic  policies  for  our  current  revision.  Such  prin- 
ciples as  "A  Pharmacopoeia  must  represent  the  best 
thoughts  of  its  day,"  and  "  Delegates  to  the  Pharma- 
copceial Convention  must  be  gentlemen,  willing  to 
serve,  men  distinguished  for  their  ability  and  learning," 
have  demonstrated  themselves  essential  truths  which 
must  prevail  if  our  method  of  revision  is  to  continue. 

Though  of  medical  origin,  after  twenty  years  a 
group  of  pharmacists,  also  idealists  and  lovers  of  their 
profession,  voluntarily  offered  the  physicians  the  re- 
sults of  their  most  arduous  labours,  and  their  revision 
became  the  1840  Pharmacopoeia.  Mutual  respect  and 
professional  confidence  being  established,  the  physicians 
invited  the  pharmacists  to  become  equal  partners  in  the 
preparation  of  the  1850  Pharmacopoeia,  and  for  eighty 
years  this  plan  has  prevailed.  Again,  in  1930  the  phy- 
sicians said,  "  We  have  every  confidence  in  the  ability 
and  integrity  of  our  pharmacist  friends;  we  are  entirely 
willing  that  they  shall  have  full  control  over  every 
phase  of  the  revision  work  which  is  pharmaceutical;  we 
naturally  ask  that  the  pharmaceutical  profession  shall 
have  equal  confidence  in  our  ability  and  integrity  and 
give  us  the  same  opportunity  to  decide  purely  medical 
questions,  and,  with  the  physicians  and  pharmacists 
working  together  in  mutual  confidence,  each  perform- 
ing his  own  duties  energetically  and  ably,  an  acceptable 
Pharmacopoeia  is  assured." 

In  answer  to  this  friendly  offer  from  medicine,  one 
pharmacist  stood  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention  and 
said:  "  I  claim  that  the  committee  of  sixteen  physicians 
have  not  sufficient  confidence  back  of  their  recommen- 
dation to  the  whole  committee  to  convince  our  com- 
mittee that  we  elected  for  this  very  purpose  that  their 
contention  is  correct;  then  that  committee  ought  to 
have  the  right  to  go  outside  the  drugs  recommended 
by  the  physicians  and  put  their  drugs  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. I  believe  we  are  making  a  great  mistake  in 
going  on  record  as  relegating  one  particular  line  of 
work  and  one  particular  decision  to  any  one  body  of 
men,  and  I  doubt  if  the  members  of  the  Revision  Com- 
mittee who  represent  the  medical  profession  would 
contend  before  this  Convention  or  before  the  Revision 
Committee  that  they  truly  represent  the  consensus  of 
the  opinions  of  the  physicians  of  this  country  as  to 
what  drugs  represent  the  true  therapeutic  value.  I  do 
not  believe  that  we  should  concentrate  this  matter  too 
much  in  the  hands  of  a  few  men  and  leave  it  to  the 
physicians  to  suggest  and  recommend  to  the  Revision 
Committee  that  we  depend  upon  for  final  action  to 
make  final  decision  on  this  question."  The  chief  pro- 
moter of  this  policy  was  repeatedly  quoted  as  saying  to 
pharmaceutical  groups  during  the  past  two  years,  "  Do 
you  want  the  doctors  to  dominate  you?  " — a  wholly 
unjustified  appeal  to  prejudice  and  class  domination. 

Another  group,  active  politically  for  several  years 
before  the  Convention,  frankly  said  in  print,  under  the 
heading,  "  When  the  U.S.P.  is  Revised  Pharmacy  Must 
be  Strong  " : — 

"  The  cough  syrup,  liniment,  lotion  or  other  preparation 
fabricated  by  the  retail  druggist  in  his  back  room  and  sold 
by  him  over  his  counter  for  self-medication  is  a  property 
right.  .  .  .  What  many  men  prominent  in  pharmacy  fear 
is  that,  unle&s  properly  held  down,  certain  influences  may 
seek,  through  revision  of  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  to  exclude 
many  drugs  heretofore  recognised  in  that  standard  work.  .  . 
With  the  exclusion  of  these_  drugs  from  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
attacks  on  products  containing  these  drugs  will  have  more 
force  than  they  would  have  if  ,  the  Pharmacopoeia  recog- 


nised them.  It  can  be  maintained  that  they  are  not  official, 
and  not  in  hne  with  modern  scientific  recognition,  though 
some  have  been  used  with  beneficial  results  for  100  years. 
Retailers  using  these  excluded  drugs  in  the  manufacture  of 
their  own  store  preparations  will  be  weakened  in  their 
poiiition  if  they  are  eliminated,  in  the  event  of  any  necessity 
to  defend  their  use  of  them.  Manufacturers  will  be  in  the 
same  vulnerable  position  with  respect  to  packaged  prepara- 
tions sold  by  retail  druggists  if  similarly  attacked.  .  .  . 
What  pharmaceutical  interests  wish  to  guard  against  is  that 
the  knife  will  not  bo  used  for  exci-iion  purposes  more  freely 
than  justified  by  scientific  requirements  and  that  commer- 
cial considerations  will  not  be  allowed  to  creep  into  the 
work  of  revision  as  part  of  a  general  scheme  of  warfare  on 
.-:elf-medication.  ..." 

These  two  groups  combined  at  Washington  under 
aggressive  leadership  to  dominate  the  Convention,  and 
the  two  leaders  both  boasted  openly  then  and  still  boast 
that  they  controlled  enough  votes  to  do  anything  they 
plea.sed  at  the  Convention.  One  has  since  said  that 
he  refrained  from  using  his  power  because  he  saw  that 
to  do  so  would  have  caused  the  physicians  to  leave  the 
Convention  in  a  body  and  thus  have  wrecked  the 
Pharmacopceia,  and  is  now  proud  of  having  saved  the 
Pharmacopoeia.  But  it  is  more  likely  that  had  not 
these  two  leaders  withdrawn  at  the  time  they  did  they 
would  have  been  swept  from  the  Convention  by  the 
wave  of  indignation  which  had  arisen  over  their  con- 
duct. The  real  leaders  in  America's  professional  phar- 
macy were  aroused  from  coast  to  coast,  and  with 
militant  spirit  were  ready,  if  it  had  been  necessary,  to 
crush  this  unworthy  attempt  to  seize  power  by  political , 
manipulation.  By  the  second  day  of  the  Convention 
many  men  discovered  the  character  of  the  movement, 
and  had  lined  up  with  the  opposite  pharmacy  forces 
working  for  the  real  interests  of  pharmacy. 

A  Question  of  Policy 

How  can  professional  pharmacy  look  to  any  pro- 
gress if  it  does  not  find  it  in  an  harmonious  co-opera- 
tion with  the  scientific  and  able  developments  of  the 
medical  sciences?  Are  we  going  to  allow  the  "  patent 
medicine  "  interests  or  politicians  working  for  their 
own  power  to  lead  American  pharmacy?  To  ask  that 
question  is  to  answer  it,  for  our  pharmacy  group  is 
essentially  sound,  its  scientific  work  is  brilliant,  and 
promises  to  reach  in  this  decade  an  elevation  of  which 
we  may  all  be  proud,  and  which  is  certain  to  receive 
recognition  from  every  branch  of  the  medical  sciences. 

There  was  another  unfortunate  misunderstanding  in 
the  Convention  which  must  be  corrected.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Revision  had  given  much  careful  thought  to 
the  "  General  Principles  "  to  be  submitted  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Convention. 

Dr.  Henry  H.  Rusby  expressed  great  interest  in 
these  "  General  Principles,"  and,  although  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee,  to  be  entirely  fair  to  Dr.  Rusby, 
the  chairman  mailed  to  him,  about  ten  days  before  the 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  proposed  "  General  Prin- 
ciples." This,  in  part,  explains  why  Dr.  Rusby  was 
ready  to  make  many  amendments  in  the  Convention, 
but  also  makes  more  reprehensible  his  ignorance  con- 
cerning the  history  of  the  fifth  paragraph  which  reads 
as  follows: — 

"  Standards  for  Purity  and  Strength. — It  is  recommended 
that  the  Committee  of  Revision  be  instructed  to  provide 
strndards  of  purity  and  strength  for  pharma-copoeia.l  sub- 
stances for  which  limiting  tests  are  or  may  be  given.  While 
n:>  concession  should  be  made  toward  diminution  of  medi- 
cinal value,  an  allowance  may  be  made  for  unavoidable 
innocuous  impurities,  or  variations  due  to  tire  particular 
source,  the  mode  of  preparation  or  the  keeping  qualities 
of  the  several  substances.  The  '  Purity  Rubrics  '  should  be 
continued  and  tests  and  requirements  should  be  provided 
for  each  substance  for  which  a  '  Purily  Rubric  '  is  given." 
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\Mth  reference  to  this  paragraph,  Dr.  Rusby  said  in 
the  Convention  (from  the  stenographic  report) :  I 
think  it  is  a  monstrous  proposition.  I  think  that  if 
tfiis  Convention  ever  lends  itself  to  that  or  lets  this 
thing  get  through  they  will  become  a  by-word  of  every 
civilised  country  on  the  globe,  for  leaving  out  this 
important  provision  and  putting  in  this,  which  is  noth- 
ing— I  do  not  accuse  the  membership  intentionally — 
but  it  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  provision  for 
adulteration.    That  is  all  it  is. 

The  absurdity  of  these  charges  by  Dr.  Rusby  is 
made  evident  when  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  clause  which  Dr.  Rusby  attacked  in  the  Conven- 
tion, and  which  he  demanded  should  be  changed,  was 
the  same  clause,  word  for  word  (except  the  introduction 
of  the  word  "  may  "  for  "  should,"  a  change  which 
would  rather  increase  than  diminish  the  quality)  as  had 
been  adopted  by  the  Pharmacopoeial  Conventions  in 
igoo,  1910,  and  1920,  with  no  recorded  objection  and 
with  no  subsequent  diminution  of  the  quality  of  medi- 
cinal substances.  Dr.  Rusby  himself  was  a  member 
of  the  1900  and  1910  Pharmacopceial  Conventions 
and  also  a  member  of  the  1910  Committee  of  Revision, 
and  at  no  time,  during  thirty  years  in  which  it  was 
in  operation,  registered  any  objection  to  it  with  the 
Committee  of  Revision. 

The  Meaning  of  Purity  Rubrics 

A  word  of  explanation  may  be  necessary.  Every 
pharmacopoeial  substance  for  which  a  satisfactory  assay 
method  is  available,  carries  what  has  come  to  be  known 
as  the  "  Purity  Rubric."  This  is  a  concise  statement 
of  the  degree  of  purity  required.    For  instance,  under 


Potassium  Bitartrate  the  Purity  Rubric  reads  "  Potas- 
sium Bitartrate,  when  dried  to  constant  weight  at 
100°  C,  contains  not  less  than  99.5  per  cent,  of 
KHCJifi^."  Now  the  clause  objected  to  by  Dr.  Rusby 
was  intended  to  permit  here  the  presence  of  0.5  per 
cent,  of  unavoidable,  innocuous  substances,  the  exclu- 
sion of  which  might  greatly  and  wholly  unnecessarily 
increase  the  cost  of  the  product.  Note  that  the  text 
which  follows  rigidly  excludes  all  dangerous  impurities, 
such  as  lead,  copper,  zinc,  arsenic,  insoluble  substances, 
etc.,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committees  of  Revi- 
sion and  of  the  Pharmacopoeial  Conventions  for  thirty 
years,  it  was  considered  unnecessary  to  penalise  the 
sick  by  demanding  100  per  cent,  purity  for  medicinal 
substances  when  the  final,  costly  purification  processes 
would  add  nothing  to  the  therapeutic  value  but  would 
tremendously  increase  the  cost  of  medicines.  This 
principle  was  proposed  and  discussed  publicly  many 
times  by  the  late  chairman,  Joseph  P.  Remington,  and 
has  been  explained  during  the  past  year  by  the  present 
chairman  in  an  address  which  has  been  published  in  a 
dozen  journals  and  of  which  three  hundred  copies  were 
distributed  at  the  recent  Pharmacopceial  Convention. 

Notwithstanding  the  stresses  and  intense  feeling 
exhibited  at  the  recent  Convention,  the  officers,  Board 
of  Trustees  and  Committee  of  Revision  finally  elected 
are  representative  scientists  in  both  medicine  and  phar- 
macy, and  there  is  justification  for  the  belief  that  the 
U.  S.  P.  XI  shall  be  worthy  of  our  support.  With  the 
splendid  financial  situation  which  insures  more  research; 
with  the  assurance  of  international  co-operation  in  many 
difficult  problems,  and  with  an  adequate  publicity  pro- 
gramme approved  by  the  Convention,  there  is  promise 
of  a  new  era  of  pharmacopi^eial  use  and  usefulness.

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Holland  (Lines). — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  a  complaint  was  reported  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Service  Subcommittee  against  a  chemist  for 
not  having  a  particular  drug  in  stock.  The  chemist 
wrote  that  this  drug  had  not  been  ordered  during  the 
past  eight  years..  The  Subcommittee  considered  he  had 
failed  to  keep  a  drug  referred  to  in  the  drug  tariff,  and 
in  this  respect  had  failed  to  observe  his  agreement.  It 
was  recommended  that  los.  be  deducted  from  his 
account.  Dr.  J.  R.  Munro,  opposing  the  adoption  of 
this  minute,  said  the  Committee  through  their  agents 
were  prosecutors,  and  beside  conducting  the  prosecution, 
were  also  judge  and  jury,  which  was  rather  one-sided. 
There  should  be  strong  grounds  before  any  deduction 
was  made  from  the  chemist's  account.  The  clerk  sug- 
gested the  recommendation  could  be  referred  back  if  the 
Committee  did  not  pass  it.  Dr.  Munro  said  he  would 
like  it  to  be  washed  out  altogether.  There  was  hardly 
any  demand  from  a  chemist  for  this  particular  drug, 
and  he  did  not  see  why  any  complaint  should  have  been 
made.  He  had  not  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  of 
his  agreement,  and  an  arrangement  was  made  to  send 
for  the  drug  as  soon  as  it  was  required.  Dr.  Munro 
moved  that  the  recommendation  be  referred  back,  and 
this  was  agreed  to.  The  clerk  reported  another  com- 
plaint arising  against  a  chemist  regarding  cotton-wool, 
which  was  analysed  and  found  not  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 
Certain  layers  were  satisfactory,  while  others  contained 
particles  of  leaf  and  shell.  The  chemist  stated  that  he 
purchased  the  cotton-wool  from  manufacturing  chemists 
who  were  willing  to  accept  entire  responsibility  under  a 
guarantee.  The  Subcommittee  accepted  this  explana- 
tion, and  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken. 

London. — A  meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  took  place  on  October  21,  Mr.  W.  E.  D. 


Shirtliff  in  the  chair.  The  report  of  the  Central  Check- 
ing Bureau  for  tfie  month  of  May  showed  that  the 
margin  of  error  in  pricing  was  0.06  per  cent.  The 
secretary  reported,  ifiter  cilia,  comparative  figures  for 
July  1929  and  July  1930  as  follows:  —

Information  was  received  that  two  .chemists  had  ap- 
pealed against  the  decision  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
with  regard  to  their  test  cases,  and  that  a  complaint 
had  been  received  regarding  alleged  shortage  in  supply 
of  medicine.  The  secretary's  report  was  adopted.  The 
Chemists'  Service  Subcommittee  reported  particulars  of 
a  meeting  at  which  seven  cases  were  considered  under 
the  testing  scheme.  Two  chemists  were  cautioned  and 
the  remaining  five  were  censured. 


Complaint  Against  a  Doctor 

An  inquiry  was  held  at  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
London,  S.W.i,  on  October  16,  to  investigate  charges 
of  excessive  and  irregular  prescribing  against  Dr.  G.  A. 
Doman,  London  Road,  Norbury,  S.W.  Among  the 
witnesses  were  Mr.  W.  P.  Cole,  Ph.C,  and  Mr,  H.  C. 
Neve,  chemist  and  druggist.  The  findings  will  be 
announced  in  due  course.

Report  on  the  October  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  October  7  con- 
tained two  parts  by  weight  of  lead  nitrate  and  three 
parts  of  zinc  phosphate.  The  calculated  composition 
of  such  a  mixture  is :  —

The  salts  composing  the  mixture  were  practically  pure, 
a  faint  indication  of  the  presence  of  chloride  being 
alone  recognisable. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  twenty- 
eight  students  and  fourteen  reports  were  returned  for 
examination.  The  phosphoric  acid  radical  was  the  only 
constituent  detected  in  every  case.  The  failures  in  the 
detection  of  the  other  constituents  were  three  each  in 
the  cases  of  lead,  zinc  and  the  nitric  acid  radical, 
while  six  students  overlooked  or  disregarded  the  evolu- 
tion of  water  when  the  powder  was  gently  heated  in  a 
dry  tube. 

While  the  exercise  was  an  easy  one,  intended  for 
junior  students,  it  was  designed  to  illustrate  two  points 
in  particular  which  beginners  should,  understand  clearly. 
The  first  of  these  is  the  appropriate  procedure  when 
lead  is  present.  This  metal  should  have  been  separated 
in  the  form  of  chloride — in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to 
effect  this — by  thoroughly  cooling  the  original  solution 
in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  (or  by  adding  hydrochloric 
acid  in  slight  excess  to  the  quite  cold  solution  in  dilute 
nitric  acid  in  case  the  powder  was  originally  dissolved 
in  this  latter  acid).  Owing  to  the  fact  that  lead 
chloride  is  appreciably  soluble  even  in  cold  water  and 
in  dilute  acid  solutions,  it  is  never  separated  completely 
in  this  form,  a  certain  portion  always  remaining  dis- 
solved in  the  filtrate  from  Group  I.  If  the  conditions 
are  suitable,  this  filtrate  must  yield  with  hydrogen 
sulphide  a  precipitate  of  lead  sulphide — suitable  con- 
ditions being  cold  solution  and  freedom  from  acid  in 
more  than  slight  concentration.  Several  students  failed 
to  obtain  a  precipitate  in  Group  I,  doubtless  because 
the  hydrochloric  acid  solution  was  hot,  while  consider- 
ably more  failed  to  observe  a  precipitate  of  lead  sul- 
phide in  Group  II  because  the  solution  contained  too 
much  free  acid  and  was  perhaps  still  hot.  Strict  atten- 
tion to  these  matters  would  obviate  the  needless  con- 
fusion caused  by  the  lead  which  remains  in  solution 
making  its  appearance  at  later  stages  and  becoming 
mistaken  for  a  member  of  some  other  analytical  group. 

The  second  point  is  connected  with  the  phosphoric 
acid  radical.  More  than  half  of  our  correspondents 
carried  out  a  wholly  unnecessary  separation  of  this 
radical  in  the  form  of  ferric  phosphate.  It  is  only  in 
cases  where  ammonium  chloride  and  excess  of  ammonia, 
as  group  reagents,  produce  a  permanent  precipitate 
which  contains  phosphoric  acid  radical  that  such  a 
separation  is  required.  In  the  present  case,  since  zinc 
phosphate  is  dissolved  by  excess  of  ammonium  chloride, 
ammonia  did  not  produce  a  precipitate  when  enough 
of  this  reagent  had  been  previously  added,  and  this 
was  a  sufficient  indication  of  the  absence  of  metals  of 
the  iron  and  barium  groups  and  of  magnesium,  i.e.,  of 
the  metals  which  necessitate  a  special  separation  of  the 
phosphoric  acid  radical. 

Some  further  points  of  importance  are  mentioned 
in  the  replies  to  individual  correspondents.

To  Correspondents 

Kudos  and  Norvic. — Having  detected  the  presence 
of  the  phosphoric  acid  radical  and  observed  that  no 
precipitate  was  formed  on  the  addition  of  ammonium 
chloride  and  excess  of  ammonia  as  group  reagents 
it  was  superfluous  to  add  ammonium  carbonate  and 
sodium  phosphate  to  the  filtrate  from  the  ammonium 
sulphydrate  precipitate  as  tests  for  barium-group  metals 
and  magnesium,  since  this  filtrate  could  only  contain 
alkali-group  metals. 

A.  O.  P. — The  slight  precipitate  which  you  supposed 
to  indicate  aluminium  was  probaby  due  to  traces 
of  lead  which  had  not  been  completely  separated  as 
sulphide. 

H.  S.  S.,  Luck  and  Others. — A  special  phosphate 
separation  was  unnecessary.    See  the  general  remarks. 

Agricola. — The  powder,  which  was  partly  soluble  in 
water — not  insoluble,  as  you  report — did  not  contain  a 
sulphate,  and  the  reaction  you  observed  was  probably 
due  to  impurity  in  your  sodium  carbonate.  Some  lead 
was  still  present  in  the  filtrate  from  Group  I,  and 
hydrogen  sulphide  should  have  produced  in  it  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  lead  sulphide.    See  the  general  remarks. 

Hopeful  and  Acriflavine. — Your  failures  to  obtain 
any  indication  of  lead  in  Groups  I  and  II  were  no 
doubt  due  to  the  solutions  being  too  hot  and  contain- 
ing too  much  free  acid.  Besides  studying  the  general 
remarks  and  the  replies  to  other  correspondents,  you 
will  profit  by  repeating  the  analysis  with  mixtures  pre- 
pared by  yourselves.  (If  zinc  phosphate  is  not  at 
hand  zinc  carbonate  and  sodium  phosphate  may  be 
used  instead.) 

Kamala. — We  have  pointed  out  repeatedly  the  fallacy 
of  the  statement  that  the  borax  bead  test  is  not 
required  in  the  case  of  a  colourless  substance.  There 
are  various  white  substances  which  yield  coloured  borax 
beads.  By  not  stating  definitely  that  you  have  not 
passed  in  chemistry  you  have  left  the  matter  in  doubt. 
Make  this  clear  in  future  reports. 

R.  F.  S. — It  was  not  sufficient  to  attribute  the  hydro- 
gen sulphide  precipitate  to  the  lead  not  separated  in 
Group  I.  This  precipitate  should  have  been  tested 
for  the  other  metals  of  Group  II. 

Ipecac. — The  flame  reaction  which  you  ascribed  to 
potassium  was  really  due  to  lead.  We  failed  to  obtain 
the  various  other  reactions  for  potassium  which  you 
report. 

Tryer. — The  chloride  you  detected  must  have  come 
from  the  manganese  dioxide,  since  the  solution  of  the 
powder  in  dilute  nitric  acid  only  gave  a  barely  recog- 
nisable reaction  with  silver  nitrate.  Apparently  you 
omitted  to  test  for  a  nitrate. 
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Dublin  and  Provincial  Retail  Drug  Association 

Annual  Meeting 


The  annual  meeting  ol  the  Dublin  and  Provincial  Retail 
Drug  Association  was  held  on  October  13,  Mr.  J.  T. 
Dwyer  (president)  in  the  chair. 

Statement  of  Accounts 

Mr.  G.  A.  McLean  Lee  (treasurer)  submitted  a  finan- 
cial statement,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  excess 
of  income  over  expenditure  during  the  year  was  £iiS,g  los. 
That  sum  was,  he  said,  considerably  larger  than  the 
excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  Association  lost  about 
£()o  per  annum  on  the  price  list;  and  they  saved  that 
sum  by  not  having  a,  list  this  year.  He  thought  the 
figures  worked  out  fairly  well,  and  that  Mr.  Kidney 
would  bear  him  out  when  he  said  that  the  Association 
was  in  a  fairly  flourishing  condition. 

A  member,  referring  to  the  non-publication  of  a  price 
list  this  year,  asked  why  advertisers  should  get  two 
years'  advertisements  for  the  price  of  one. 

The  Secretary:  They  won't  get  it  again.  The  list 
will  have  to  be  published  annually. 

Mr.  Warwick  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  proposing 
the  adoption  of  the  treasurer's  report. 

Mr.  Robinson  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

President's  Address  and  Report 
The  President,  who  was  received  with  applause,  said 
there  had  been  twenty-three  meetings  of  the  committee 
held  during  the  year;  209  letters  had  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year  and  338  price  changes  issued.  The 
members  of  the  Association  in  1929  numbered  335. 
There  were  two  resignations,  but  against  these  they  got 
eighteen  new  members  They  had  now  a  membership 
of  341.  During  the  year  Mr.  Campbell  and  himself 
visited  Carlow,  and  they  brought  back  four  members. 
He  himself  visited  Carlow  and  had  a  meeting  with  these 
four  gentlemen,  and  gave  them  snch  assistance  as  he 
could.  On  April  4,  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Bourke.  of 
Roscrea,  he  visited  that  town.  Mr.  Bourke  took  him 
to  Mountrath  and  to  another  town.  They  got  two 
members  at  Mountrath,  and  another  chemist  in  Roscrea 
joined  the  .Association  Mr.  Bourke  asked  him  to  go 
down  again  on  .May  25;  he  had  invited  chemists  from 
Nenagh,  Birr  and  Mountrath,  etc.,  and  at  th?Lt  meeting  on 
May  25  there  were  about  fifteen  present.  Mr.  Duggan 
and  himself  were  invited  to  Limerick,  and  they  met 
Limerick,  Cork  and  Waterford  chemists  there. 

There  was  a  troublesome  thing  that  they  had  been  up 
against  during  the  year,  and  that  was  price  cutting. 
He  had  heard  it  said  that  price  cutting  led  nowhere. 
But  it  did — it  led  to  the  bankruptcy  court.  There  was 
another  insidious  thing  arising  out  of  price  cutting,  and 
that  was  the  practice  or  dealing  in  trading  stamps.  Very 
few  chemists  took  it  up,  and  any  of  them  who  did 
dropped  it  again.  He  had  been  .speaking  to  some  non- 
members  and  trying  to  get  them  to  join  the  Association. 
It  was  extraordinary  that  they  were  all  ready  and  will- 
ing to  see  disadvantage,  but  they  did  not  appear  to 
look  at  the  advantages  at  all.  He  had  been  nearly 
twenty  years  a  member  of  the  Association,  and  he  did 
not  believe  that  he  had  ever  seen  a  disadvantage  asso- 
ciated with  membership. 

During  the  year  some  of  the  manufacturing  patent- 
medicine  houses  appeared  to  think  that  the  chemists 
were  making  too  much  profit,  with  the  result  that 
not  only  had  a  great  many  of  them  advanced  the 
wholesale  prices,  but  some  of  them  had  cut  down  the 
retail  prices — another  little  pinprick.  He  wanted  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  the  help 
they  had  given  him  during  the  year.  (Applause.) 

Vote  of  Thanks 

Mr.  Sumner  said  he  would  like  to  propose  that  the 
best  thanks  of  the  meeting  be  accorded  to  their  presi- 


dent for  his  services  durmg  the  past  twelve  months. 
Mr.  Dwyer  was  literally  a  dark  horse.  Some  members, 
who  did  not  know  him  very  well,  thought  that  when 
he  got  into  the  chair  things  would  be  allowed  to  slide. 
But  the  fact  had  been  very  much  the  reverse.  Mr. 
Dwyer  had  proved  himself  one  of  the  most  energetic, 
if  not  the  most  energetic,  president  that  the  Association 
had  had.  He  had  in  his  own  quiet  way,  gone  down 
to  various  parts  of  the  country  and  done  invaluable 
work  for  the  Association.  He  deserved,  and  he  (Mr. 
Sumner)  was  sure  he  would  get,  their  warmest  thanks. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Lester  said  that,  as  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee  from  the  country,  he  had  great  pleasure  in 
seconding  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Sumner.  The  Asso- 
ciation was  distinctly  for  the  good  of  every  working 
pharmacist  in  the  Free  State.  He  would  hke  to  see 
more  of  the  country  pharmacists  banding  together,  as 
had  been  described  by  those  in  Mountrath,  Roscrea 
and  Birr  and  elected  to  the  Committee,  so  that  they 
might  meet  in  Dublin  at  least  once  a  quarter. 
(Applause.) 

The  President,  in  acknowledging  the  vote  of  thanks, 
which  was  adopted  unanimously,  said  that  any  little 
he  had  done  during  the  year  he  had  done  for  the 
good  of  the  Association.  He  thanked  them  very  much. 
(Applause.) 

Re-election  to  Committee 

The  President  proposed  the  re-election  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  following,  who  retired  by  rotation:  — 
Messrs.  J.  A.  McAnally  (Carlow),  John  Smith,  T.  C. 
Scott,  J.  A.  Doyle,  J.  J.  Roche,  G.  A.  McLean  Lee 
and  H.  J.  Sumner.  There  were,  he  said,  no  other 
nominations. 

Mr.  Brady  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  adopted 
unanimously. 

Discussion 

Dr.  Walsh  said  he  was  sorry  to  be  the  one  to  throw 
a  little  touch  of  pessimism  into  their  otherwise  flourish- 
ing Association,  but  he  really  thought  that,  not  going 
outside  Dublin  at  all.  the  spirit  of  the  Association  was 
in  a  great  many  cases  carried  out  more  in  the  breach 
than  in  the  observance.  He  said  the  spirit  of  the 
Association,  because  it  was  very  hard  to  get  a  definite 
concrete  case. 

Mr.  McKeever  :  Why  do  you  allow  some  members 
of  the  Association  to  give  higher  discounts  ? 

The  President  said  the  rules  did  not  allow  more 
than  twopence  in  the  shilling  unless  it  was  paid  by 
the  doctor  or  Central  Authority.  His  own  name  had 
remained  on  the  Civil  Service  list .  for  four  years  after 
he  had  dropped  it. 

Mr.  Sumner:  All  the  chemists  ought  to  agree  not 
to  have  anything  to  do  with  it.    It  is  degrading. 

The  President  said  the  price  list  would  be  issued  in 
a  couple  of  weeks. 

Thanks  to  Treasurer 

Mr.  Warwick  proposed  that  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
be  accorded  to  their  treasurer,  Mr.  Lee,  to  whom,  he 
said,  the  members  of  the  Association  were  very  grateful. 

Mr.  Watson  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks,  which  was 
adopted  amidst  applause. 

Mr.  Lee  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  vote  of 
thanks  which,  he  said,  showed  that  those  present  appre- 
ciated what  he  had  done.  The  bulk  of  the  work  was 
now  done  by  Mr.  Kidney. 

Appointment  of  Officers 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  subsequently  held 
and  the  following  officers  were  re-elected: — President, 
Mr.  J.  T.  Dwyer;  Vice-President,  Mr.  James  Duggan;

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Trade  Report

vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are 
charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even 
In  bulk  quantities.

A  HATHEB  better  tone  is  evident  in  tho  produce  markots  this 
week  and  buying  is  more  general.  In  crude  drugs  it  is 
apparent  that>  prices  of  many  articles  have  now  touched 
bottom,  and  tbis  gives  rise  to  a  feeling  of  more  confidence. 
Menthol  is  fully  steady  on  spot  and  dearer  forward. 
Angostura  tonka  beans  arc  scarce  and  dearer.  New  manna 
flake  is  easier.  Gum  acacia  is  quiet,  with  no  material 
change  in  prices.  Celery  a-nd  pysllium  seeds  are  dearer. 
In  Mincing  Lane,  interest  in  sugar  has  broadened  some- 
what, but  after  a  further  advance  in  terminal  raw  sugai-,  a 
reaction  ensued,  while  the  outlook  is  unsettled.  Rubber 
was  a  consistently  good  market  on  excellent  trade  buying 
from  many  quarters ;  the  heavier  deliveries  into  consump- 
tion have  tended  to  check  accumulation  of  stocks.  The 
recent  strong  advance  in  shellac  has  been  .  fairly  well 
upheld.  Among  spices,  chillies  have  advanced  about 
5s.  per  cwt.  Pimento  continues  to  ease  gra<dually,  and 
Madras  turmeric  finger  is  cheaper.  Cloves  arc  quiet 
but  firm,  and  pepper  is  also  quiet.  Cardamoms  at 
auction  were  slightly  easier.  The  aromatic  seeds 
are  quiet,  Spanish  and  Bulgarian  anise  offering 
at  cheaper  prices;  fenugreek'  is  firm.

Cotton, 
rape  and  wood  oils  are  easier,  and  turpentine  ha.s  depre- 
ciated about  Is.  3d.  on  the  week.

Citric  Acid  Developments 

Fermentation  citric  acid  is  now  being  produced  on  a  com- 
mercial basis  in  at  least  three  countries — the  United  States, 
the  United  Kingdom  and  Be.lgium.  Official  United  States 
production  figures  are  not  available,  as  the  fermentation 
product  is  produced  by  only  one  firm,  and  such  statistics 
could  not  be  published  without  revealin.g  its  operations.  The 
only  British  firm  believed  to  be  producing  acid  on  a_  com- 
mercial basis  is  a  well-known  company  in  York,  which  is 
operatinig  on  the  Fernbach  patent.  A  Belgian  concern, 
Tirlemont  &  Co.,  has  been  experimenting  with  the  projeet 
of  the  production  of  citric  acid  from  cane  sugar.  The  1928 
Belgian  production  of  the  acid  from  this  source  was 
reported  to  have  been  350  metric  tons.  Recently,  officials 
in  charge  of  the  Italian  Arenella  plant  acquired  an  80  per 
cent,  interest  in  the  Belgian  iii-m.  In  1929  it  was  reported 
that  a  large  plant  was  being  constructed  in  Germany  by  the 
Prager  Montan  und  Industrialwerke,  for  the  production  of 
fermentation  citric  acid.  The  process  to  be  used  in  this 
instance  provided  for  the  production  of  the  acid  from 
molasses.  It  is  not  known  whether  this  process  has  been 
placed  on  a  commercial  basis  as  yet.  Although  the  intro- 
cluction  of  the  fermentation  acid  has  made  large  inroads  in 
Italian  markets  for  citric  acid,  Italy  continues  to  be  the 
largest  foreign  factor  in  the  industry.  This  year's  output  of 
citrate  of  lime  in  Italy  is  reported  to  total  10,000  metric 
tons.  With  the  estimated  stocks  on  hand  (3.900  metric  tons) 
at  the  close  of  last  season,  the  present  supply  of  citrate  of 
lime  of  the  Camera  Agrumaiia  must  amount  to  about 
14,000  metric  tons. 


Cargo  of  Bulk  Nitr.ate. — The  first  consignment  to 
the  United  Kingdom  of  bulk-  nitrate  arrived  in  the 
Gulf  Line  steamer  "  Pear  Branch  "  at  Liverpool  last 
week.  Hitherto  nitrate  has  arrived  in  this  country  in 
bags,  but  with  the  nevi^  method  of  production  devised 
by  the  Chilean  Nitrate  Producers'  Association,  it  is 
possible  to  cheapen  the  cost  of  transit  by  bulk  cargoes. 
It  was  stated  by  the  Liverpool  merchants  who  are 
handling  the  nitrate  that  this  new  nitrate  has  special 
advantages  over  the  ordinary  nitrate,  and  is  likely  to 
be  in  great  demand.

Unit  Packages 

Sir, — Unit  packages,  to  which  one  of  your  corre- 
spondents refers  (C.  &  D.,  October  4,  p.  439), 
represent  one  of  the  latest  ideas  for  economical 
working  which  have  been  developed  by  manu- 
facturers. It  should,  however,  be  recognised  by 
the  latter  that  there  are  other  interests  than 
their  own  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  this 
connection,  and  that  retailers  in  particular  cannot  afford 
to  risk  being  overloaded  with  stock  of  proprietary  lines. 
Doubtless  the  manufacturers  will  retort  that  retailers 
who  feel  unable  to  take  unit  packages  into  stock  can 
always  purchase  smaller  quantities  from  their  usual 
wholesalers.  But  such  a  course  involves,  as  a  rule,  pay- 
ment for  the  goods  at  an  appreciably  higher  rate  which 
is  often,  in  fact,  disproportionately  high.  This,  natur- 
ally, does  not  commend  itself  to  the  retailer  who  wishes 
to  secure  more  profitable  terms;  and  manufacturers, 
knowing  this,  are  tempted  to  send  the  unit  packages 
when  orders  are  sent  direct  to  them,  trusting  that  the 
retailer  will  keep  the  extra  supply  for  the  sake  of  the 
greater  profit  it  will  enable  him  to  make.  But  while 
some  of  us  act  as  the  manufacturers  wish  us  to  do, 
others  in  our  ranks  resent  unauthorised  additions  to 
their  orders,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  drastic  action 
is  taken  on  occasion. — Yours  truly,

Concentrated  Infusions 

Sir, — May  I  call  attention  to  two  points  which  your 
contributor  writing  on  "  N.H.I.  Concentrated  Infu- 
sions "  (C.  &•  D.,  October  18,  p.  485)  seems  to  have 
overlooked?  First,  not  only  "  might  "  it  be  "  possible 
to  use  chloroform  alone  as  a  preservative,"  but  this  is 
actually  done,  and  makers  quote  is.  per  lb.  less  for 
"  chloroform-preserved  "  than  for  the  alcohol-preserved 
infusion — a  considerable  saving  when  large  quantities  are 
used,  as  in  a  hospital  dispensary.  With  the  possible 
exception  of  inf.  buchu,  I  have  found  the  chloroform- 
preserved  infusions  very  good.  On  keeping  they  may 
deposit  more  than  the  alcohol-preserved  products,  but 
when  in  constant  use  they  are  quite  satisfactory. 
Secondly,  there  can  surely  be  no  excess  of  chloroform  on 
diluting  such  an  infusion,  for  the  concentrated  infusion 
(containing  no  alcohol)  cannot  itself  contain  more  than 
about  I  in  200  of  chloroform,  even  if  saturated,  and 
this  is  divided  by  eight  on  diluting.

The  Prescribing  of  Proprietaries 

Sir, — In  referring  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
proprietary  medicines  a  contributor  (C .  &•  D.,  Octo- 
ber II,  p.  459)  says  that  a  revival  of  confidence  in  the 
general  practitioner  might  avert  or  arrest  the  "  flood 
of  self -treatment."  But  are  not  these  practitioners 
themselves  frequently  the  means  of  increasing  rather 
than  decreasing  the  sale  of  proprietaries  ?  I  have  in 
mind  cases  where  doctors  rarely  miss  a  day  without 
recommending  some  advertised  line,  generally  by  a 
scrawl  on  the  back  of  an  envelope,  which  the  customer 
reverently  calls  "  my  prescription  ";  and  if  it  is  treated 
as  a  prescription  either  the  customer  complains  that 
it  is  more  than  the  doctor  said  it  would  cost,  or  else 
comes  back  in  a  day  or  so  to  know  if  it  was  the 
genuine  article,  as  the  doctor  said  it  was  not  in  the 
original  packing.  In  these  circumstances  one  can  only 
read  the  "  script  "  and  hand  over  the  goods  as  an  ordi- 


nary counter  sale,  when  the  customer  reads  the  literature 
enclosed  and  thinks  he  can  follow  advertisements  as 
well  as  the  doctor.  Where  does  the  confidence  come 
in,  or  who  has  destroyed  it? — Yours  truly,

A  Lack  of  Unity 

Sir,—"  Still  Perplexed  "  (C.  &-  D.,  October  iS,. 
p.  501)  comments  on  Mrs.  Irvine's  remarks  on  the 
■ '  unity  and  friendship  which  pervades  the  pharmaceu- 
tical world  ";  like  him,  I  must  admit  that  I  have  failed 
to  find  any  sign  of  it  in  real  life.  In  the  town  in  which 
1  am  established  there  are  about  a  dozen  private  chemists 
and  three  company  shops,  and  for  years  to  my  know- 
ledge there  has  never  been  a  meeting  or  rapprochement 
of  any  kind,  whether  business  or  otherwise.  In  earlier 
years,  when  I  was  considerably  younger  and  full  of  hope, 
I  did  attempt  to  secure  agreement  on  a  certain  matter, 
and  even  went  so  far  as  to  call  a  meeting  to  discuss  it 
at  which  less  than  h.alf  the  chemists  were  present;  and 
I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it  almost  developed  into  what 
in  some  circles  would  be  termed  a  slanging  match,  while 
the  proposed  agreement  was  tentatively  adopted  and 
openly  broken  within  a  fortnight.  Since  then  I  have 
looked  after  my  own  business  and  left  others  to  do  the 
same.  Further,  I  have  never  seen  any  pharmacist  in 
the  town  present  at  the  local  branch  to  which  we  are 
attached;  as  the  meetings  are  not  held  near  by,  that 
may  be  one  excuse  given,  but  there  should  be  in  such 
a  district  a  suflicient  number  to  ask  for  an  occasional 
meeting  to  be  held  there  if  the  members  were  at  all 
interested.  Now  comes  a  curious  point.  Last  year, 
during  the  first  Pharmacy  Week,  I  was  interested 
enough  to  walk  round  the  neighbourhood;  and  to  my 
surprise  I  found  that  all  the  chemists  except  one  were 
making  a  display  (the  company  shops,  of  course,  having 
their  own  show  material),  and  I  naturally  asked  myself 
why  such  unanimity  could  be  achieved  without  any 
consultation  when  it  was  hopeless  to  expect  agreement 
on  other  matters  or  attendance  at  meetings.  The  only 
answer  I  could  find  was  that  they  smelt  immediate 
money  in  it.

An  Imposition 

Sir, — It  is  good  to  read  that  a  member  of  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade  Conference  has  had  the 
courage  to  protest  against  the  present  methods  of 
running  church  bazaars  (C.  D.,  October  11,  p.  444),- 
Nobody  wishes  to  interfere  with  the  objects  of  these 
functions,  but  they  should  at  least  adhere  to  their 
original  methods;  that  is  to  say,  by  the  sale  of  articles 
made  for  the  occasion  by  members  of  the  congregation 
or  articles  given  from  their  own  homes  as  their  con- 
tribution to  the  work.  To-day,  however,  these  bazaars 
have  become  cheap  markets,  with  stalls  for  every  kind 
of  household  commodity  collected  frequently,  as  the 
speaker  said,  by  "  a  quiet  method  of  blackmail  "  from 
local  retailers,  or  presented  by  manufacturers  who 
expect  to  get  an  advertisement  out  of  it,  and  then 
sold  at  whatever  price  can  be  obtained  for  them.  So 
far  has  this  gone  in  some  suburban  districts  that 
housewives  have  been  known  to  go  solely  to  lay  in  a 
stock  of  goods  at  prices  far  below  cost,  and  thus 
save  paying  the  regular  price  at  their  usual  shop. 
And  I  have  even  known  a  further  threat  to  the  shop- 
keeper in  cases  in  which  the  stallholders  have  brought 
their  surplus  goods  and  expected  him  to  buy  them 
in  at  wholesale  rates.- — -Yours,  etc.  -

H.  I.  P.  (6/5). — The  accepted  term  of  notice  in 
pharmacy  for  qualified  as  well  as  unqualified  assistants 
is  one  month,  irrespective  of  how  the  salary  is  paid, 
whether  weekly  or  otherwise,  and  this  custom  has  been 
upheld  by  the  courts.  Of  course,  it  only  applies  where 
no  special  agreement  stipulating  other  conditions  may 
have  been  made  on  engagement. 

/.  W.  M.  B.  (29/10).— The  title  "  Blood  Compound  " 
is  not  dutiable.  The  inclusion  of  the  references  to 
various  ailments  renders  the  label  for  "  Quinine  and 
Iron  Tonic  "  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  In  order 
to  comply  with  the  new  Order  of  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  (C,  cS-  D.,  March  8,  p.  300),  it  will  be 
necessary  for  you  to  print  on  the  label  the  complete 
formula,  together  with  the  words  "  no  proprietary  rights 
are  claimed  in  the  preparation  of  this  medicine."  The 
use  of  the  title  "  Cough  Mixture  "  renders  the  article 
liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty  unless  it  complies  with 
the  conditions  given  above. 

E.  ].  T.  (11/ 10). — Your  case  has  some  extraordinary 
features  which  make  it  very  likely  that  a  removal  could 
not  be  granted.  If  the  previous  owner  sold,  and  the 
present  owner  did  not,  as  it  appears,  take  over  the 
licence,  then  there  would  seem  to  be  no  licence  to  re- 
move, as  a  licence  is  for  premises  not  a  person.  Any- 
how, the  Justices  have  discretion  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  will  grant  it.  In  the  circumstances  it  would 
probably  be  better  for  you  to  make  application  for  a 
new  licence  for  your  premises,  and  as  there  is  no  other 
wine  off-licence  in  the  town  this  fact  should  induce  the 
licensing  court  to  grant  it.  This  will  be  just  as  cheap 
as  the  removal  if  obtained,  as  monopoly  value  is  not 
chargeable  on  such  licences.  You  will  find  instructions 
as  to  how  to  apply  in  the  C.      D.  Diary,  1930,  p.  315.

Boric  acid    1  gm. 

After  two  hours  add  : 

Acetone      5  c.c. 

After  a  further  two  hours  add  : 

Resorcin      10  gm. 

The  paint  should  be  stored  in  a  dark  coloured  bottle 
with  a  glass  stopper.  It  is  used  in  the  treatment  of 
mango  toe;  being  applied  to  the  affected  parts  with  a 
wad  of  cotton  wool  or  a  sponge. 

IF.  R.  (16/10). — Norwegian  Formulas. — The  pre- 
parations mentioned  in  the  prescription  are  included  in

/  Dissolve  the  camphor  in  a  sufficiency  of  alcohol,  add 
the  mucilage  of  gum  acacia  (gum  acacia  i,  distilled 
water  2),  with  constant  stirring,  then  add  in  small  por- 
tions, under  continued  stirring,  sufficient  distilled  water 
to  produce  200  gm.  of  emulsion.

Pharmacy  Act  of  New  Zealand 

The  New  Zealand  Pharmaceutical  Society  dates  its 
birth  only  from  January  29,  1879,  and  on  the  first  day 
of  January?  188 1  a  Pharmacy  Act  for  the  colony  will 
come  into  operation.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the 
home  society  was  formed  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury before  it  could  obtain  actual  commercial  privi- 
leges for  its  members,  and  that  the  colony  of  Victoria 
worked  for  ten  years  before  securing  legislative  powers, 
it  would  almost  seem  that  the  New  Zealand  pharmacists 
have  been  either  very  lucky  or  very  vigorous.  .  .  .  The 
New  Zealand  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  to  consist  of  six 
persons  and  a  president,  the  first  Board  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  subsequent  ones  to  be 
elective.

Sulphonal  or  dimetliyl-nietliane-diethylsulplione  (GHj), 
r;. (SO^.n„H.. ).,  occurs  in  colourless,  prismatic  crystals  or 
white  c7-ystaliine  powder,  odourless  and  almost  tasteless. 
Produced  by  the  oxidation  of  a  compound  of  ethyl-mer- 
captan  and  acetone.  Soluble  in  cold  water  1  in  500,  in 
boiling  water  1  in  15,  in  cold  alcohol  1  in  80,  and  in  hot 
alcohol  freely.  Sulphonal  is  a  pure  hypnotic,  and  while 
valuable  in  simple  in-somnia,  is  useless  where  there  is 
pain.  Owing  to  the  insolubility  of  the  drug  and  conse- 
quent slow  absorption,  the  dose  .should  be  given  some 
hours  before  the  hypnotic  effect  is  desired.  Sulphonal  is 
being  superseded  as  a  hypnotic  by  numerous  new  com- 
pounds, and  is  falling  into  disuse. 

Sulphuric  Acid  has  been  known  from  early  times,  when 
it  was  prepared  by  heating  native  sulphates  of 
aluminium  or  iron.  The  lead  chamber  process  was  first 
operated  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and 
continues  to  hold  its  own  against  the  newer  contact  pro- 
cess, at  any  rate  for  the  production  of  moderately  concen- 
trated acid.  Chamber  acid  contains  77  to  80  per  cent,  of 
H„SO.|,  and  is  known  as  bi'own  oil  of  vitriol  (B.O.V.). 
When  arsenic-free  it  is  known  as  best  brown  oil  of  vitriol 
(B.B.O.V.)  and  may  contain  leso  than  1  in  10,000,000  of 
arsenic,  the  B.P.  allowing  5  parts  per  million.  Rectified 
acid  (R.O.V.)  contains  93  per  cent.  11,80,  or  more;  100 
per  cent.  H,SO,,  is  "  monohydrate."  Above  this  strength, 
as  obtained  by  adding  more  SO^,  the  acid  is  known  ;,s 
"  oleum  "  (q.v.).  Sulphuric  acid  is  a  colourless  oily  liquid, 
very  hygroscopic,  and  on  this  account  is  used  as  a  drying 
agent  for  some  gases  and  for  use  in  desiccators  and 
balance  cases.  When  a  dilute  acid  is  boiled,  mainly  water 
is  evaporated  and  the  strength  and  boiling  point  of  the 
acid  slowly  rise,  until  a  constant  boiling  mixture,  contain- 
ing about  93  per  cent.  H,SO,j,  is  formed  and  distils  ovet 
unchanged  at  about  317°. 

Sulphuric  Acid,  Commerce — Tlie  four  principal  factors 
in  European  sulphuric-acid  production  and  consumption 
are  Germany,  France,  Great  Britain  and  Italy,  who  con- 
tribute over  65  per  cent,  of  the  entire  European  output. 
Belgium  occupies  fifth  place  as  a  producer,  but  about 
23  per  cent,  of  its  output  is  shipped  to  near-by  foreign 
markets.  Official  statistics  of  sulphuric  acid  production 
are  issued  by  many  countries,  and  the  relative  position 
of  tlie  trade  in  others  can  be  judged  sufficiently  well  by 
■trade  circles  to  supply  good  approximations.  Such  a  seo 
of  figures  was  compiled  for  the  use  of  the  League  of 
Nations  Economic  Conference  in  1925,  which  estimated 
world  sulphuric  acid  production  on  a  50°  B.  basis  at  that 
time  as  16,900,000  metric  tons,  compared  with  12,713.0CO 
metric  tons  in  1913-14.  Estimates  compiled  in  the  U.S. 
Chemical  Division,  using  as  many  1929  figures  as  avail- 
able, and  supplementing  1928  figures  for  some  minor 
producing  countries-,  show  the  total  world  output  of 
sulphuric  acid  expressed  as  50°  B.  in  excess  of  21,400,000 
tons.  European  production  is  over  10,450,000  tons,  or 
about  48  per  cent.  ;  North  American,  44  per  cent. 
(U.S.A.,  37  per  cent.,  and  Canada,  7  per  cent.);  As.ia. 
Africa,  etc.,  8  per  cent.  Estimates  of  the  sulphuric  acid 
production  of  most  of  the  European  countries  are  given 
in  the  following  table  (thousand  metric  tons)  : — Germany, 
2,336;  France,  1,650;  Great  Britain,  1,550;  Italy,  1,304; 
Belgium,  956;  Spain,  750;  Czechoslovakia,  400;  Poland, 
388;    Netherlands,    200;     Russia,   188;     Sweden,  177; 


Portugal,  173;  Denmark,  120;  Switzerland,  76;  Greece, 
70;  Austria,  62;  Rumariia,  36;  Latvia,  25;  Finland',  16. 
There  is  a  marked  contrast  in  the  proportions  of  acid 
produced  from  the  principal  raw  materials  in  the  two 
major  acid-producing  centres,  North  America  and 
Europe.  In  the  United  States  at  pre.sent  60"  to  65  per 
cent,  of  the  acid  is  produced  from  sulphur  and  about 
18  to  20  per  cent,  from  pyrites,  compared  with  £.5 
and  71  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  1914.  In  contrast 
there  is  . comparatively  little  acid  production  in  Europe 
from  natural  sulphur.  Although  about  60  jun-  cent,  of 
all  world  sulphur  imports  entered  the  European  area. 
Germany  and  Great  Britain  are  the  only  countries 
where  any  appreciable  quantities  of  sulphuric  acid  are 
produced  from  sulphur.  Sulphuric  acid  is  practically 
all  produced  from  sulphides  in  Spain,  Belgium,  Italy, 
France,  Poland,  Sweden,  Portugal,  Russia,  the  Nether- 
lands, Greece,  and  Czechoslovakia.  Approximately  24 
per  cent,  of  Great  Britain's  acid  is  from .  spent  oxides, 
and  17.5  per  cent,  from  brimstone.  The  use  of  zinc  blend 
for  sulphuric-acid  production  in  Europe  is  centred  chiefly 
in  Poland,  Belgium,  and  Germany,  where  86,  50,  and 
14  per  cent.,  respectively,  is  produced  from  this  raw 
material.  In  Great  Britain  about  9.2  per  cent,  is  pro- 
duced from  zinc  blend.  Most  of  the  leading  European 
sulphuric-acid  producers  are  planning  increased  pro- 
duction over  the  next  few  years.  _  As  the  consumption 
is  so  largely  dependent  on  favourable  agricultural  con- 
ditions, it  is  recognised  that  there  is  some  danger  of 
over-production,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  gauge  pro- 
duction according  to  conditions  in  the  world  fertiliser 
trade,  with  due  allowances  for  expansions  in  the  other 
chief  consuming  industries.  It  is  also  necessary  to  keep 
a  close  surveillance  of  the  more  important  developments 
tending  to  eliminate  the  need  of  sulphuric  acid,  par- 
ticularly, synthetic  nitric-acid  production  hy  ammonia 
oxidation  and  production  of  phosphoric  acid  by  pyrolytic 
methods  without  the  use  of  sulphuric  acid.  Not  only  in  the 
United  States  but  also  in  Italy  and  elsewhere  the 
ammonia-oxidation  method  has  displaced  much  of 
the  sulpliuric-acid-sodium-nitrate  process  for  the  pro- 
duction of  nitric  acid.  Difficulties  which  at  first 
cauf.ed  production  costs  to  be  higher  than  by 
the  old  process  have  been  overcome ;  as  a 
result,  further  installations  are  being  made  with 
the  resulting  effect  on  sulphuric-acid  requirements. 
Production  of  fertiliser  materials  probably  consumes 
over  three-fourths  of  the  European  production.  As  in 
the  United  States,  the  other  large  consuming  uses  in- 
clude petroleum  refining,  iron,  steel  and  metallurgical 
operations,  as  well  as  the  production  of  chemicals,  and 
rayon  and  other  textiles.  INfuch  of  the  recently  increased 
cou'sumption  is  attributable  particularly  to  greater  re- 
quirements for  petroleum  refining  and  rayon.  The  urge 
in  most  European  countries  for  securing  greater  crop 
yields  per  acre  leads  to  advances  in  output  acid  schedules 
to  meet  expected  increased  fertiliser  consumption.  In 
Poland,  for  example,  where  in  the  last  two  years  sul- 
phuric-acid shortages  led  to  the  opening  of  some  acid 
plants  not  used  since  the  war,  Polish  trade  circles  con- 
sider that  the  output  of  acid  should  be  expanded  during 
the  next  few  years  from  55  to  60  per  cent,  (from  228,000 
to  366,000  tons).  Russia's  expansion  programme  calls  for 
about  100  per  cent,  increase ;  Belgium's,  over  50  per 
cent.  ;  the  Netherlands,  over  100  per  cent.  ;  and  the 
plans  of  many  other  countries  from  6  to  75  per  cent. 
Sulphuric  acid  is  a  commodity  which  does  not  lend  itself 
to  long-distance  transportation  ;  hence,  .sulphuric-acid 
plants  usually  are  located  with  regard  to  both  supplies 
of  sulphur  raw  materials  and  distribution  of  the  acid  or 
products  thereof.  This  is  particularly  true  of  European 
countries.  The  short  distances  between  some  of  these 
countries  permits  a  greater  foreign  trade  in  this  chemical 
than  so  far  has  developed  in  any  other. area.  .  The 
sulphuric-acid  imports  which  can  be  accounted  for  in  the 
European  area  total  nearly  349,000  m.  tons  and  the 
exports  almost  377,000  m.  tons.  Belgium  holds  the 
unique  position  of  being  the  largest  world  exporter, 
averaging  about  230,000  m.  tons  in  1928  and  1929.  Ger- 
many, the  Netherlands,  Poland  and  France,  in  the  order 
named,  are  the  other  leading  exporting  countries.  The 
outgoing  and  incoming  trade  of  France  in  1929  practi- 
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cally  balanced,  each  being  about  20,000  tons.  Germany 
impoited  118,300  tons  and  exported  54,200.  The  Nether- 
lands imported  183,000  tons  and  exported  38,000.  Poland 
imported  900  tons  and  exported  29,000.  Great  Britain 
imported  1,600  tons  and  exported  5,400.  Latvia  and 
Austria  each  imported  2,200  tons;  Sweden,  2,400;  and 
Switzerland.  5,000.

Sulphuric  Ether.— Sse  Ether. 


Sulphur,  Uses  of — It  is  not  generally  realised  what  an 
important  part  sulphur  plays  in  the  great  key  industries 
of  the  world.  In  its  natural  state,  or  in  the  form  of 
suljjhuric  acid  and  its  compounds,  sulphur  is  indispen- 
sable to  a  very  large  number  of  manufactures.  The  vast 
and  prosperous  rubber  industry  could  never  have  been 
built  up  without  the  aid  of  sulphur,  as  there  is  no  otlier 
known  element  which  enables  the  raw  material  from  the 
trees  to  be  made  commercially  usable.  In  the  produc- 
tion of  wood  pulji  for  paper  making,  sulphuric  acid  is 
as  €ss8nti.al  as  the  wood  itself.  Sulphuric  acid  is 
probably  used  in  a  greater  variety  of  ways  in  the  chemi- 
cal arts  than  any  other  substance.  It  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  sulphate  of  soda  and  hydrochloric  acid; 
in  the  preparation  of  ijhosishorus,  iodine,  sulphate  of 
magnesium,  aluminium,  iron,  zinc,  copper  and  mercury. 
In  the  metallurgy  of  copper,  cobalt,  nickel  and  platinum  ; 
in  the  manufacture  of  ordinary  and  composite  ethers,  in 
the  recovery  of  fatty  acids  from  soapsuds,  and  in  the 
manufacture  of  fatty  acids  by  distillation ;  in  the  pro- 
duction of  ice  and  saccharification  of  corn  ;  in  the  aniline 
dye  and  textile  industry;  'and  in  the  manufacture  of 
artists'  colours,  enamels,  glass  and  glass  cement,  starch, 
syrup  and  sugar,  shoe-black  and  matches?  Sulphur  is 
used  extensively  in  the  process  of  refining  crude 
petroleum,  and  is  also  universally  employed  in  the  iron, 
steel  and  coal  industries.  Sulphur  and  sulphuric  acid 
compounds  form  ono  of  the  most  important  and  valuable 
of  plant  foods  and  their  use  as  fertilisers  is  increasing 
enormously,  particularly  in  America  and  Australia  and 
New  Zealand.  The  Board  of  Agriculture  state  that  one 
of  the  most  effective  methods  of  checking  wart  disease 
or  black  scab  in  potatoes  is  in  the  liberal  use  of 
powdered  sulphur,  which  should  be  dusted  thoroughly 
among  the  tubers  after  the  latter  have  been  carefully 
dried.  Suljjhur  dug  into  the  potato  land  kills  the  germs 
left  by  diseased  tubers,  enabling  the  ground  to  be  imme- 
diately replanted  instead  of  waiting  for  two  years,  as 
v.as  formerly  the  custom.  For  dusting  grape  vines  and 
hops  over  100,000  tons  of  sulphur  are  used  in  Europe 
alone.  At  present  the  world's  supply  of  sulphur  is 
obtained  from  Sicily,  Japan  and  the  United  States  cf 
America.  There  is  no  sulphur  being  produced  on  a  com- 
m.ercial  scale  anywhere  within  the  British  Empire,  and 
in  view  of  the  paramount  importance  of  the  sulphur 
industry  in  relation  to  Empire  trade,  the  prospects  of 
exploiting  the  immensely  valuable  sulphur  deposit  in 
White  Ishmd,  New  Zealand,  are  viewed  with  lively 
interest. 

Summons. — The  official  instruction  by  which  a  person 
is  directed  to  appear  in  Court  to  answer  a  claim  in  a 
civil  Court  or  a  charge  in  a  police  court,  or  to  settle 
a  matter  of  procedure  in  a  pending  suit.  Actions  in  the 
High  Court  are  stai'ted  by  a  writ  of  summons,  which  is 
usiually  referred  to  as  a  writ. 

Sunday  Trading.  —  By  the  Sunday  Observance  Act, 
1577,  it  is  provided  that  "  no  tradesmen,  artificers,  work- 
men, labourers,  or  other  persons  whatsoever  shall  do  or 
exercise  any  worldly  labour,  business,  or  work  of  their 
ordinary  calling  upon  the  Lord's  Day  or  any  pait  thereof 
(works  of  necessity  and  charity  only  excepted)."  The 
penalty  prescribed  for  an  offence  is  a  fine  of  5s.  and 
forfeiture  of  the  goods  exposed  for  sale.  The  statut-c 
also  renders  unenforceable  by  a  tradesman  any  contract 
made  by  Irim  on  a  Sunday  in  the  ordinary  coui-se  of 
his  business.  Such  a  contract  is,  however,  enforceable 
by  the  other  party  if  he  was  not  aware  that  the  person 
with  whom  lie  dealt  was  a  tradesman  acting  in  exercise 
of  his  usual  calling.  Subsequent  statutes  have  expressly 
exempted  certain  trades  or  occupations.,  such  as  the 
making  of  bread.  The  sale  of  methylated  spirit  between 
the  hours  of  10  p.m.  on  Saturday  and  8  a.m.  on  IMonday 
is  pi-ohibited.  Under  the  Shop  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act, 
1938,  the  general  closing  hour  for  the  sale  of  table  waters, 
chocolates,  etc.,  is  9.30  p.m.  on  days  other  than  the  late 
•day  ;  but  a  local  authority  may,  if  requested  by  a 
majority  of  the  traders  interested,  substitute  by  order 
any  closing  hour  not  earlier  than  8  p.m.
